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The Mayor's Veto Power? 

Under the Charter of the Town of Virginia Beach its 
governmental body is composed of a Mayor and six coun- 
cilmen. The Mayor is designated as president of the 
body with certain limited appointive powers and the privi- 
lege of casting a vote in case of a tie. He is responsible for 
the administering the affairs of the Town as directed by 
the Council, in which body all authorizations must 
emanate. 

At the last regular meeting of the Council Joe Osborn 
tendered his resignation as Town electrical inspector, 
which was duly accepted. This action had been anticipat- 
ed for sometime and five persons had already made formal 
application for the position weeks prior. Each applicant 
had been assured that his application would be given due 
consideration. However, upon the acceptance of the 
resignation of the former inspector, the name of one of the 
applicants was immediately placed before the Council, 
seconded and an attempt made to have it voted upon before 
the list of those applying had been made known to the 
Council. Action, however, was blocked and the matter 
deferred to a special meeting. 

At the special meeting, by a four to two vote, the 
Town Engineer was instructed to jjve a competitive ex- 
amination to be graded by a disinterested committee tr> de- 
termine the qualifications of the repsective applicants and 
report the results at the regular meeting to be held on Mon- 
day night. The Engineer was further instructed to ap- 
point a temporary inspector to act in the ; nterim if he 
should find it necessary. 

Neither of these instructions have been carried out. In 
fact both deliberately disregarded by the Mayor. First, he 
assumes the authority to appoint a temporary inspector, 
which power had been delegated to .the Town Engineer by 
the Council. Secondly, although the examination has been 
prepared for two weeks, it has not been given. Upon in- 
quiry it is found that the Mayor has given positive orders 
not to give it, contrary to the instructions of the Council. 

We are not sponsoring any of the applicants and are 
not in a position to do so if we desired as we are not well 
enough informed to pass upon the qualifications of any to 
fill, the position which requires a strictly technical knowl- 
edge. We do not believe that the Mayor or any member 
of the Council is qualified to pass upon their qualification. 
As this is an important position in safeguarding life and 
property, it is thought that the people are entitled to the 
most competent services available, which can be best as- 
certained by a competitive examination. 

Any applicant, who is qualified, should not fear an 
examination. No councilman, who believes in the quali- 
fications of an applicant that he may be sponsoring, should 
not object to his choice being put to the test. In fact, he 
should welcome it rather than permit the matter to be 
made political football. + 

The whole affair appears to be a sheer piece of political 
shenanigan. Be it remembered that the last meeting of the 
present Council will be held on Monday night. The next 
meeting will be held by a reorganized Council composed of 
new members. 

In any event whatever it may be, we do know that the 
Town Engineer has ignored his instructions from the 
Council, the one and only source of authority. We do know 
that the Mayor has usurped authority not vested in him, 
attempted to exercise a veto power not given under the 
Town Charter and has breached the confidence of the elec- 
torate; that he is guilty by his own admhjsion f non- 
feasance in not administering the affair of his office as in- 
structed and of malfeasance of office for doing something 
that he should not have done. In this instance, it may not 
be one of great importance but if he will do it once he may 
do it again when it might be utmost gravity. In fact, if 
our recollection serves us right, like charges have been 
officially placed against him and dismissed on mere techni- 
calities.

You can't expect much in the 
way of surprises from a conven- 
tion in which some nine out of 
ten delegates are pledged to one 
man — and in which that man's 
word is law. That was the case 
with the Democratic convention, 
which ran absolutely true to an- 
ticipated form. It took up several 
days and a good many hundreds of 
thousands of words were spoken, 
but all the essential business at 
hand could have been cor eluded 
in half an hour. Prom the word 
•go." there was no question what- 
soever but that most of the del- 
egates would cast their votes for 
Mr. Roosevelt. Other candidates 
were nominated, and received a 
:cattering of favorite son votes, 
but this was simply window dress- 
ing. 

In the opinion of cynical and 
experienced newsmen, this was 
one of the dullest conventions on 
record. It was poorly attended, 
and during some sessions delegates 
left the floor in drvoes or openly 
slept in their seats. There was no 
enthusiasm shown at all, until 
Senator Barkley mentioned the 
President's name in his long key- 
note address. Then there wns a 
thirty-minute ovation, which is 
claimed by many present to have 
come from hoodlums lodged in tn ? 
basement and not from the del- 
egates in attendance, and man- 
agers had a hard time restoring 
order so Barkley could go on. His 
announcement, following his 
speech, of the President's position 
on the third term was something 
of a dud. There had been a leak 
somewhere, the rumors of what 
would be said were printed and 
broadcast hours ahead of the ac- 
tual announcement. The rumors 
proved 100 per cent accurate - 
the President said he did not seek 
another term, but intimated he 
was willing to accept a draft. The 
way the stage was set. there can 
be little question but what he 
would have been drafted whether 
he was willing or not. Democratic 
big-shots consider the Willkie- 
McNary ticket one of the strong- 
est in Republican history, and feel 
that only Mr. Roosevelt is a good 
enough candidate to send intj the 
lists. 

The Democratic platform, like 
the Republican, is small potatoes. 
Both are full of weasel words, and 
evade the issues whenever possi- 
ble, but Mr. Willkie and Mr 
Roosevelt can be trusted to clarify 
their positions. 

This convention, however, will 
be remembered in history for one 
thing— for the first time the "un- 
written law" opposing the third 
term was violated. And one of the 
big questions of the moment is 
just how much faith in that tradi- 
tion the American people have. 
Polls indicate that a fairly sub- 
stantial minority of the voters be. 
lieve, as a general principle, that 
two terms are sufficient for any- 
one. "Walkouts" within the party 
have already started. These 
"walkouts" are partly due to anti- 
third term sentiment— but more 
to the conservative wing's dislike

Whereas he 
is endowed with a large degree of sagacity it 
is, however, at the same time greatly tainted 
with senility. This has been recently dem- 
onstrated further in some of the European 
'nations. 

It would appear that in the selection of 
personage to direct the destinies of our 
Country it would be wise to seek young, alert 
and progressive minds and place the sage in 
advisory capacities.

"Reform" has caused us to put government 
into business competition with its citizens. 
"Reform" has caused us to saddle industry 
with a maze of conflicting regulatory laws 
which even the proverbial Philadelphia law- 
yer can't fathom in many instances. "Re- 
form" has been the alibi for legislation 
which, in effect if not intent, has encouraged 
labor racketeering and created industrial 
ch&os 

' The result of all this has been to discour- 
age industry and investment at precisely the 
time when stimulated industrial production 
for defense as well as peaceful purposes, is 
most needed. The job that faces America 
now— and it is a job that cannot long be de- 
ferred—is to "reform" the "reforms." 

We should adopt a definite policy which 
will prevent further excursions of govern- 
ment into business. Existing government 
business projects, such as tax-subsidized hy- 
droelectric plants, should be used to support, 
not destroy, private power developments in 
the future. „, 

We should adopt a labor policy which will 
make genuinely equitable dealing between 
management and labor, possible. Even as 
labor is entitled to its fair share of the fruits 
of industry— so are the people whose invest- 
ed savings employ labor. 

We should adopt as our general govern- 
mental philosophy the proven principle that 
our national strength comes from the 
strength of productive industry and agricul- 
ture — from worker, manager, inventor, field 
hand, capitalist, merchant, and all others. We 
should encourage industry and business to 
expand and go ahead, undeterred by the fear 
of unfriendly political action or government 
competition. That is the road to prosperity 
in peace — and the road to security in a war- 
ring world. 

Finally, we should turn again to the consti- 
tutional concept of our government — a gov- 
ernment of limited powers, acting as an 
umpire, not a participant, in the affairs of 
the people — a government which is the ser- 
vant, not the master, of its citizens. That is 
the democratic way — and that is the only 
way some form of ruthless total government 
which would slaughter our liberties, can be 
prevented from taking root here.

The American people, fully awake to the 
menace to our institutions, are willing to 
make any conceivable economic sacrifice in 
the name of libertjLand security.

He was the Greek embodiment 
of the human capacity to practice 
onejs own preaching, even when 
that preaching represented the 
frontier in moral thinking. 
Famous as the creator of the 
"Socratlc method" of persistent 
questioning until the most nearly 
correct answer is found, Socrates 
turned aside from the usual pur- 
suit of philosophers, the search for 
an understanding of the physical 
universe, and devoted his atten- 
tion to the nature of man. He was 
not concerned With the "first 
principle" of Thales, of Anaxi- 
mander, of Heraclitus, and for the 
professional social philosophers, 
the sophists who dispensed wisdom 
for substantial fees, he felt only 
aversion. Patiently, he sought to 
know himself. He taught self-con- 
trol in an age that thought of 
mastery in terms of the control of 
others. 

In "The Private and Public Life 
of Socrates", Rene Kraus intro- 
duces us into that scintillating 
Athenian society made up of such 
personalities as Pericles, Phidias, 
'Herodotus, Hippocrates and Euri- 
pides. Can any areneration boast 
of an eqnal galaxy of creative 
characters? Yet Mr. Kraus soberly 
reminds us that the Periclean. Age 
WasTin reality^ but the final burst 
of brilliance of a society that had 
shot its bolt. Suggesting subtly, 
rather than badly drawing com- 
parisons, Mr. Kraus lifts the veil 
for us to view a democracy in 
which the seeds of destruction 
were contained in its very success. 
Under the hammering blows of 
the Pers'an challenge.

With the Pan-American confer- 
ence now in session at Havana, 
Cub*, to discuss the many serious 
problems that confront the West- 
ern Hemisphere because of the 
European war, the question of our 
foreign trade comes very much to 
the fore. This whole matter of 
trade Is as vital to us as military 
defense, as Ralph Hendershot, Fi- 
nancial Editor of the New York 
World-Telegram, recently pointed 
out. His article is so timely and 
Instructive that we quote it here: 

"It would be a mistake if we 
were to direct all of our attention 
to military defense in this coun- 
try to the exclusion of our trade 
defense. They are of equal im- 
portance if we consider the long- 
range werfase of the nation. More- 
over, the cause of democracy will 
not be well served if we bend our 
energies only to the making of 
war materials, although it may be 
conceded that this is the most 
pressing job at the moment. 

"It is entirely conceivable that 
Germany may emerge from this 
war the master of Europe. And it 
also must be granted that if such 
proves to be the case she may 
conduct an economic rather than 
a military war against the United 
States. Consequently, we should 
look seriously to the question of 
our defenses in that direction. 

'We may argue that we are well 
equipped already to take on the 
assignment. In some important 
respects, however, such an argu- 
ment would not hold water. We 
have the men, the money, the na- 
tural resources and the machinery 
for that job, but we lack direction. 
We. have no national policy worth 
mentionin g and we have no un-_ 
animity among our leaders from 
which such a national policy could 
be created. 

"After the first World War we 
became a :ull-fledged nation. We 
had paid off the last of our exter- 
nal debts and began striking out 
for ourselves. Prior to that time 
our affairs had been handled 
much like those of a colony. Our 
trade balances were used primarily

to meet debt payments. 

"This new status did not raise 
serious trade problems until the 
late 2to however. We panted ex- 
tensive loans to foreign countries, 
much of the proceeds of which 
were used to pay for goods bought 
inthis country. When these loans 
ceased, though, trouble developed. 
Several nations were obliged to 
reduce their purchases here be- 
cause they were unable to secure 
foreign exchange. Others sent us 
fold. 

"Our foreign trad- problems 
have greatly increased as a result 
of the current European war. We 
have accumulated the bulk of the 
world's supply of monetary gold, 
which means that even though 
Great Britain wins we will have 
difficulty maintaining an export 
balance of trade. And if Germany 
wins we undoubtedly will be up 
against an aggressive competitor 
for wotld trade and one which is 
unlikely to observe the "Queens- 
bury" rules of dealings. 

"What are we going to do about 
it? No one seems to have slight- 
est idea. 3eemingly we do not 
know whether we war.t a high or 
low tariff, whether we want to 
expand or contract our trade, whe- 
ther we will be agreeable to buy as 
much as" wo sell in the world mar- 
kets, whether we will extend deal- 
ings with those countries which 
lack the foreign exchange with 
which to buy our goods. 

"We do seem to be determined, 
if possible, to prevent Germany 
from expanding her political in- 
fluence in South America by in- 
creasing her trade with the coun- 
tries there, but little has been said 
about whether we will buy mor? 
goods from those countries. The 
current proposal is for our govern- 
ment to establish a corporation to 
buy their surplus products in the 
hope we will be able to resell them 
elsewhere on a basis satisfactory 
to us or dump them into the 
ocean. 

"One of these days it will be 
necessary for our government to 
face a few pertinent facts about 
our foreign trade. It might be well 
to appoint a commission of prac- 
tical businessmen to handle that 

job also."

1 With prospect of great expan- 
Jsion for the local Navy Yard, 
there would seem to be good rea- 
j son why this expansion should oc- 
cur on the northern as well as the 
southern end of the present naval 
establishment. 

It is first natural that extension 
of the yard should go southward 
because of the great shops that 
have planned it this way, but 
there is only a certain distance 
that expansion can be southward 
because of present great private 
industry along the west shores of 
the Southern Branch of the Eliz- 
abeth River now forming natural 
obstruction. 

In far southern expansion of 
the Navy Yard there would quick- 
ly be met the Baugh & Sons Fer- 
tilizer plant; the Wycoff Pipe and 
Creosoting Works; the great At- 
lantic Creosotmg Plant; the Nor- 
folk and Portsmouth Belt Line 
railroad and Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth vehicular bridges across 
tire Southern Branch; the South- 
gate Terminals and the Allied 
Mills, with their vast investments. 

With the river channel growing 
less and less, as Navy Yard expan- 
sion should go southward, there 
would seem to be every good rea- 
son—after southern expansion has 
been carried to a certain limit — 
why navy yard extension should 
be northward, coming possible 
along the river front as far up as 
the southern right-of-way of the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway tracks 
and taking in the old Gander 
Creek properties westward to a 
point where the present Navy 
Yard wall at Third and Lincoln 
streets extended northward would 
meet the Seaboard's southern 
right-of-way. 

This, it may be said, would take 
in much residential property, but 
when one stops to consider what 
it would cost to destroy great in- 
dustrial values along the river 
front for southern expansion of 
the Navy Yard, it can be seen that 
it might be much cheaper to take 
in the kind of residential and 
other property that now stands 
between the Seaboard Air Line 
tracks and the Navy Yard's pre- 
sent northern boundary east of 
Third street than it would be to 
condemn all of the great indus- 
trial properties described above, 
that might be necessary for south- 
ern governmental expansion and 
developments. 



Besides there was reason in the 
beginning why the St. Julien Nav- 
al Magazine was carried far to 
the south of the Navy Yard, with 
it hardly desirable at this tune to 
extend the yard too close to the 
Magazine, which must itself soon 
be enlarged. 

In development of the Navy 
Yard northward rather than 
southward the present Lighthouse 
Depot would true enough stand 
somewhat In the way, but should 
it not be desirable to have this 
governmental agency of the Trea- 
sury Department included within 
the naval establishment, the 
Lighthouse Bureau, which is now 
under Coast Guard direction, 
could be moved to St. Helena, on

"According to reports reaching 
the State Department of Health, 
certain misinformation exists re- 
specting Virginia's new marriage 
law which becomes effective Aug- 
ust first. The inaccuracies involve 
steps in the required procedure 
and the professional and labora- 
tory fees connected therewith," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggirt, State 
'Health Commissioner. 

"The Department's laboratory 



tions and take blood for the tests 
without charge. 

■ "The procedure imposed by the 
law are comparatively simple. 
Those who apply for a marriage 
license must have a blood test to 
detect tne presence or absence of 
syphilis. Examination can be 
made by any licensed physician of 
Virginia or any other state, terri- 
tory, country, or of the District of 
Columbia. For indigents, the ex- 
amination in addition to the blood 
test may be made by the local 
health officers or at venereal dis- 
ease clinics. 

"It is suggested for those who 
will be examined by out of state 
physicians that they have the doc- 
tor obtain the proper certificates 
and instructions in advance from 
the Virginia State Department of 
Health, if he already does not 
possess them. 

"The physician gives the appli- 
cant a signed certificate to present 
to the clerk of the court, if the 
test does not indicate syphilis. If 
the test shows syphilis, the physi- 
cian must take the individual's 
medical history, make a physical 
examination, and repeat the blood 
test. The applicant may request 
extra tests for confirmation. 

"If syphilis still is indicated, 
both applicants for the license 
must be so advised, as well as in- 
formed of the risk of transmitting 
the infection to the marriage part- 
ner and to their offspring. If still 
wishing to marry, the doctor gives 
them the same certificate as is 
issued to the non-infected. How- 
ever, according to the law. infect- 
ed individuals who marry must be

"As previously stated, the State 
Health Department and the city 
and county health departments 
are prepared to give full informa- 
tion on this law. Physicians and 
clerks have in their possession 
copies of the act and samples of 
the certificates.

Should Be Curbed

culty. 

One such problem which should 
be faced now is in the case where 
dampness appears on the inside j 
surfaces of exterior walls as a re- ' 
suit of conditions other than leak- 
age through mortar joints or| 
around window frames. In some 
cases such dampness is so pro. ! 
aounced that frost can be sw.pt i 
off the walls during prolonged 
cold spells. It causes wallpaper to 1 
become loosened and stained and , 
has similar damaging effects on 
other wall decorations. In addi- 
tion, it creates a damp musty at- 
mosphere in the rooms affected, 
which is unhealthful and general- 
ly unpleasant. 

In cases where this trouble 
exists the source of the moisture 
should be found and then elimi. 
nated. 

If reduction of moisture does 
not overcome the difficulty the in- 
terior wall surfaces should be 
made warmer by insulating them 
against the chilling effects of out- 
side temperatures.

"In the face of such costs and 
the danger of deterioration of the 
property due to delay in obtaining 
possession under most of the 
Is- ws. ' he said, "no prudent lender 
can proceed without an equity at 
least sufficient to absorb both. 

"It has long been recognized 
that existing mechanics' lien laws 
now in lorce in the various states 
differ greatly from each other 
with respect to the right :o the 
lien, and its extent, duration, and 
priority, as well as with respect to 
the regulation of payments by th> 
O'vuer of the property to the gen- 
eral contractor," he continued. 

In a great many states the mech- 
anics' lien laws impose upon the 
owner ol real estate or upon the 
construction. This adds tremen- 
dously to the cost of financing and 
to the cost of the construction it- 
self. It discourages lending for 
new construction and builds up an 
unsound credit system at the ex- 
pense of the owner. 

Irresponsibility Not Cheeked

are not at war. But we are fight- 
ing against time to gain the power 
to survive in the event that war 
Is ultimately forced into our hem- 
isphere. By all odds one of the 
most essential tasks is th° low- 
cost distribution of food and other 
necessities. This is the stuff on 
which morale is built — and It be- 
comes an the more important at t 
time when the portion of national 
Income absorbed by government is 
taking a sudden and drastic rise. 
America has perhaps the most ef- 
ficient distribution system in the 
world. But pleasure groups have 
been attacking this system on the 
ground that it is too big and too 
efficient! /Many states have 
passed law& which, in effect, make 
economy and efficiency in distri- 
bution a /crime. 

What we need today is more ef 
ficiency.lnot less. We need more 
efficiency in our people, in our in- 
dustries—and in our legislative 
halls. Business and political groups 
that spend their time in irrele- 
vant sniping at imaginary evils of 
some other group, might, well be 
looked upon with favor by th-> 
fifth columnist. 

The innocent often suffer most 
in this world— and that is true in 
tha case of war. There will be a 
famine in Europe this winter, say 
the authorities, ar.d only two 
powers will be comparatively im- 
mune. Those are the two belliger- 
ent powers — Germany and Eng- 
land. 

Germany has systematically 
looted the granaries of the coun- 
tries she has seized. And the Eng- 
lish fleet is still adequate to keep 
her merchant shipping goir.g. 

Famine means plague, disease 
untold misery. And if it tomes, it 
means the collapse of the Europe 
we have known. It takes many 
years for a people tc recover from 
the effects of even one season of 
starvation tnd malnutrition. 

Question it whether this country 
will help if famine strikes. We 
have surplus food aolenty. Wo 
could sell it, give it away, or barter 
it abroad. Yet, looking at the 
problem realistically, we would 
thus be fattening up potential 
enemies. It is a problem where 
humanitarian considerations, and 
our self-interest as a democratic 
world power in a dictate r-ridden 
world may prove totally opposed.

Q. My new house is ready for 
landscaping and I shall need sev- 
eral shade trees. What advice can 
you give me as to placing and 
selection? 

A. Shade trees should be placed 
so as to protect the house and ter- 
races from the hot afternoon sun. 
and thought should be given as to 
how they will frame the house. 
Trees need room to grow and 
should never be planted too close 
to the house. Avoid using short 
lived, heavy feeding shade trees 
such as poplars and willows. The 
roots of these trees are apt to clog 
sewers and drain lines, and they 
quickly extract all the nutrient 
from the soil, making it difficult 
to grow either a lawn or other 
planting material near them. 
Fruit trees are always^ desirable 
for both fruit and flower.

Q. Why is it desirable to 
masonry walls?

Q. What should be done if sur- 
face water is present on a con- 
crete slab at time of finishing? 

A. If only a small amount of 
surface water is present the re- 
commended practice is to allow it 
to evaporate before finishing. If 
there is considerable water It 
should be removed with a broom, 
float, or other convenient means. 
Never sprinkle dry cement or a 
mixture of cement and fine ag- 
gregate on concrete to take up sur- 
face water.

The new marriage loense law 
requiring a health certificate be- 
came effecting on yesterday. This 
law aeonirea Unt applicants must 
undergo certain blood; teat before 
• license be issued. The Cleric's of 
the various courts in the surround- 
ing areas. Who are empowered to 
issue these licenses, report that 
during the past week there has 
teen a grand rush for licenses by 
those who wish to .evade the 
necessity of taking the required 
examination. 

There apparently has been some 
misunderstanding off the law by 
many and the Virginia State De- 
partment of Public Health has 
tamed a new statement attempt- 
tag to explain its entire purport 
and operations, which is aa 
follows: 

"According to reports reaching 
the State Department of Health, 
certain misinformation exists re- 
specting Virginia's new marriage 
law which becomes effective Au- 
gust 1. The inaccuracies involve 
steps In the required procedure 
and the professional and labora- 



tory fees connected therewith. 

"The department's laboratory 
never has made a charge for any 
laboratory procedure requested by 
a physician; and there will be no 
charge for a blood test made in 
connection with this law. This 
fact holds equally true for the de- 
partment's branch laboratories at 
Abingdon. Lurya, and Norton, as 
well as for the official laboratories 
of city health departments. 

"Private laboratories, approved 
by the Commissioner of Health 
for the performance of serologic 
tests under the terms of the law, 
however, are privileged to make a 
charge for any service rendered. 
In the selection of such approved 
laboratories for making the tests, 
individuals have a free choice. 
The law states that for those un- 
able to pay, the local health of- 
ficer and physicians attached to 
the official veneral disease clinics 
may make the physicial examina- 
tions and take blood for the tests 
without charge.

"It is suggested for those who 
will be examined by out-of-State 
physicians that they have the doc- 
tor obtain the proper certificates 
and instructions in advance from 
the Virginia State Department of

"T^ie physician gives the appli- 
cant a signed certificate to present 
to the clerk of the court, if the 
test does not indicate syphilis. If 
the test shows syphilis, the phy: 
sician must take the individual's 
medical history, make a physicial 
examination, and repeat the blood 
test. The applicant may request 
extra tests for confirmation. 

'If syphilis still is indicated, 
both applicants for the license 
must be so advised, as well as in- 
formed of the risk of transmitting 
the infection to the marriage part- 
ner and to their offspring. If still 
wishing to marry, the doctor gives 
them the same certificate as is 
issued to the non-infected. How- 
ever, according to the law, infect- 
ed. However, according to the law, 
infected individuals who marry 
must be treated for their infection 
as long as the State Health Com- 
missioner considers it necessary, 

"As previously stated, the State 
Health Department and the city 
and county health departments 
are prepared to give full informa- 
tion on this law. Physicians and 
clerks havs hi their possession 
copies oi the act and samples of 
the certificates.

At a special meeting held thre# 
weeks prior the council by a four 
to two vote determined to have the 
examination given by a committee 
of three disinterested persons and 
to report to the council at the re- 
gular meeting in August their 
findings as to the qualifications 
of the applicants. In spite of the 
resolution the Mtoyor ordered that 
the examination not be given and 
explained his action for so doing 
that the resolution was vague as 
to its purporse. 

Councilman Patton. although 
having voted for the original reso- 
lution, offered a resolution revok- 
ing all previous action and that 
all names of applicants be placed 
before the council to be voted up- 
on. This was passed and John 
Holland was named by a vote of 
four to nothing including the 
Mayor's vote, Stanley Smith, Jr., 
not voting and Land and Shelly 
absent.

Garbage Collection J -"v ; 

W. R. Malbon, who holds the 
contract for the collection df gar- 
bage within the Town, made an 
appeal for $500 per year addition- 
al pay. It was set forth in the ap- 
peal that the amount now being 
collected had almost doubled over 
last year whereas in the past 
years the annual increase had 
averaged only about ten percent 
upon which basis the bid for the 
contract had been figured. It was 
further set forth that two addi- 
tional trucks had been put in to 
service and even then it was often 
necessary to work into the night 
to make the collections. He set 
forth that the additional $300 
would not defray his losses but 
would help to reduce them. 

The matter was referred to the 
Health committee to see if ways 
and means could be derived upon 
to assist Mr. Malbon whose con- 
tract runs until 1942. 

It has been suggested that Mr. 
Malbon be relieved of his contract 
and the Town assume the duty 
of collecting its own garbage. 

The appointment made by the 
Mayor of Col. H. L. Rice, chair- 
man, Lawrence Lockwood and J. 
B. Withers as members of the Debt 
Service Commission was officially 
confirmed by the council by a un- 
animous vote, their term of 
office to become effective as of 
the first of September. 

The Town Engineer, Russell 
McCoy, reported that it would cost 
$1,000 to install the requested fire 
plug at Avenue E near Third 
street.

THE FLOW OF THE TIDE 



The Town Council of Virginia Beach fre- 
quently reminds one of a piece of cork float- 
ing on a tidal stream — first up stream and 
then down — its position is never known as 
its movements are controlled by the flow of 
the tide. Periodically the Council seems to 
suffer an attack of this self same instability 
of position — first taking one stand and the 
following week the reverse. This may be wise 
on some occasions for after having given 
a subject more mature thought one frequent- 
ly finds that he has erred in a previous horse- 
back conclusion but in so doing it should be 
frankly stated and not attempt to remove 
the stigma of a back somersault by offering 
are inane explanation. 

At a special meeting of the Council, called* 
for the purpose of selecting a new electrical 
inspector, and after considerable discussion, 
a resolution, couched in a simple language 
direct to the point, was passed by a four to 
two. vote that an examination be given the 
applicants for the position by a disinterested 
committee of three and a report on their 
findings of the qualifications of the appli 
cants, based on the examination, be made to 
the Council in order that they may be better 
informed in making their selection to fill the 
position. The Mayor, however, unauthorita- 
tive^ prohibited the giving of the examina- 
tion, assigning as his reason that the resolu 
tion, simple as its terminology was, was 
vague and uncertain and that he did not 
understand its purport. He accordingly 
placed the matter again before, the Council. 

Councilman Patton, although having pre- 
viously voted for the resolution, moved that 
the previous action be revoked, giving as his 
reason that the resolution delegated the 
power of appointment to persons not mem- 
bers of the Council which was illegal. Had the 
minutes of the previous meeting been 
correctly recorded, they would have shown 
that no such authority had been delegated 
but only an instruction to report to the Coun- 
cil the results of the examination. However, 
this may have been, Councilman Patton 
should know that authorizations of appoint- 
ments and other legislative powers may be 
and have been delegated with the exception 
of the power of taxation and the enactment 
of laws. 

It may be that Councilman Patton found 
something to prove to him that an examina- 
tion was unnecessary as the interim ap- 
pointee was found to be the best qualified. 
This he may be, we are not in a position to 
judge and at the same time have no objec- 
tions to his appointment but we do say that 
his sponsors should not object to his proving 
his qualifications by examination. It is not 
believed that a single one of the applicants, 
knowing his own qualifications, objected to 
standing the acid test. Why should their 
sponsor? Is it that some are like the cork 
whose position is never known being govern 
ed by the flow of the tide ? 

In any event whatever may have been the 
shifting of various councilmen in the position 
on this occasion Councilmen Capps and Ewell 
were constant in their position throughout 
the entire controversy.

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VOLUNTARY OR COMPULSORY 



The political doctors in Washington dis- 
agree, as usual, and the prospects are very 
good that the voters will have a chance to 
help decide the biggest question of our times, 
which revolves around the attempts of the 
Administration to mobolize a large army 
under the conscription plan. Strangely 
enough Harry H. Woodring, recently replaced 
as Secretary of War, by Mr. Stimson, has 
famished the strongest arguments m favor 
rf the continuance of the system of voluntary 
enlistments. . •_ 

Mr. Stimson, backed by President Roose- 
velt, and Administration Senators, have, 
urged conscription on the claim that the vol- 
untary enlistment system has been a failure. 

Former Secretary Woodring, who was 
forced out to make way for Stimson, argues 
that the only weakness in voluntary enlist- 
ments exists in the fact that the basic pay of 
the enlisted youth in the Army is at $21 a 
month for the first three years whereas the 
youth that enlists in the Navy at $21 basic 
pay is usually advanced within sixty or 
ninety days to $30, and in many instances 
soon thereafter to $36 a month. In the non- 
military service the same youth may join 
the CCC for one year at $30 a month. Wood- 
ring says he laid a statement to this effect 
before the Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee six or *even months ago. Now, he has 
again tola ihe Senate Committee that the 
voluntary system has never broken down, 
and that it should not be called unequal to 
the task, until the Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army has put the voluntary 
system to a thorough test and is willing to 
tell the Senate that it does not work and 
has "completely broken down." 

The whole issue in the political headquart- 
ers in Washington has assumed such propor- 
tions as to cause the conservative Washing- 
ton Post to comment as follows: "In assert- 
ing that conscription is the only appropriate 
system for democracy, Mr. Stimson is setting 
up a conception of the citizen's relation to 
the State which certainly does not reflect 
American democratic ideals." 

Mr. Woodring, in quoting the pay stand- 
ards, says that the only drawback to the 
voluntary system is due to the! "disadvant- 
ages for which our Governmen|Jtself is to 
blame." He enlarges on that pomt by say- 
ing: "If through the influence of increasing 
tendency toward paternalism we have broken 
down the moral stamina and fiber of the Am- 
erican youth, and made him a regimented 
atom, rather than a free individual, and 
thereby broken down the voluntary instinct 
to serve in a patriotic way, we then unques- 
tionably will have to adopt a compulsory sys- 
tem for the defense of this country." When 
we have done that, he adds we will have "un- 
questionably left the American principle 
based on the individual's freedom of action, 
and have adopted a bill that smacks of totali- 
tarianism." 

Mr. and Mrs. U. S. Public may find the 
gist of the whole question in the above. There 
never has been a draft in this country in 
peace times, and inasmuch as we are still of- 
ficially anchored to peace the issue is one of 
a question of what policy should be pursued 
by our democratic nation. 

This remains a question for the same 
American people to settle around the dining 
table. 



RESULTS SHOULD BE WATCHWORD 



According to recent news reports, Con- 
gress is now in a mood to carefully scrutinize 
and analyze future requests for expenditures 
for national defense. 

This means that Congress is determined 
to see to it that all money spent for defense 
shall go for necessary purposes— and that 
the maximum results are attained with the 
greatest possible speed. 

If the reports are accurate, the country 
will owe our lawmakers a vtfe of thanks, for 
otherwise the arms prografi would be poli- 
tically dominated with all fSie waste of time 
and money and energy which that -entails. 

It is the plain duty of Congress to examine 
every appropriation bill with the minutest 
care — and then to decide, in a completely 
non-partisan spirit, whether or not it ade- 
quately fulfills its purpose. If that is not 
done, American security will remain an idle 
dream, impossible of fulfillment. 



BOOKS TO OWN 



CHART FOE EOCGH WATEE 



By Waldo Frank 
Chart for Rough Water is a 
deeply probing analysis of the 
dynamic factors in our civilization 
that have brought us to the pass 
in which we find ourselves. Mr. 
Prank suggests that we are ex- 
periencing a second "Thirty 
Years' War" period of strife, in- 
terspersed by armed truces, all of 
which arise from the Europeans' 
failure to carry through in the 
Great Tradition which is the 
frame of their existence. He de- 
fines this all-important Great 
Tradition as: ". . . the knowledge 
that individual man partakes of 
the divine, which is his way of 
naming the universal and of nam- 
ing it good and of naming it his. 
It is the knowledge that his life 
has purpose and direction be- 
cause God is in him." Aware that 
he was a part of the divine, man 
childishly thought that he could 
dispense with the divine. 

Going back to the formative 
period in Europe's life. Mr. Frank 
finds that the object then for 
each individual was supernatural 
salvation. This objective disap- 
peared with the advent of the 
modern age, and in its place was 
substituted the objective of well 
being.

Borrowing the Hegelian dialectic 
to find a positive program, Mr. 
Frank posts as the Thesis the 
Medieval value of salvation by 
grace. The Antithesis is the mod- 
ern value of well being. Mr, Frank 
believes that the revolution we 
are now undergoing is the pro- 
cess of the emergence of the Syn- 
thesis. In the Synthesis the Me- 
dieval value of the individual's 
soiil is retained, and the modern 
value of well being, based upon 
reason,. is utilized for purposes of 
organization and control. The 
new value will be expressed in 
terms of the full person, acting 
and willing and reasoning as a 
conscious adjunct of God

ONLY YESTERDAY — When 
Virginia Beach was but a gleam in 
the eyes of enterprizing real estate 
men: 

The first merchant on Seven- 
teenth street was J. W. Bonney 
who opened a grocery store in 
1897. 

The first hotel built on Virginia 
Beach in 1883 could accommodate 
close to 75 persons. 

The first ocean front lot was 
bought by the late Robert Morton 
Hughes in 1887. 

The first bulkhead and board- 
walk along the ocean front was 
constructed in 1888. 

Virginia Beach north of the 
Coast Guard station was mostly 
thickly-wooded sand dunes simi- 
lar to those above Cape Henry. 

Curfew rang at 11 o'clock and 
all lights had to be out. 

The old Princess Anne Hotel, 
built in 1887 four and a half 
J stories high, extended from what 
is now Fourteenth street to Six- 
'teenth street. It was destroyed 
by a spectacular blaze twenty 
years later. 

TODAY— From bustles to Jitter- 
bugs: 

Close to 40,000 people jam the 
beach on busy week-ends . . . Vir- 
ginia Beach has 89 stores, 31 
restaurants, 3 laundries, 6 filling 
stations, 8 beauty shops ... 2 
casinos ...

Three months ago nobody, least 
of all Frenchmen, would have be- 
lieved that at a word from Hitler 
France would change almost over- 
night from a democracy to a Fas- 
cist state, with two of her greatest 
generals— Petain and Weygand — 
as the leading figures in the new 
regime. Even to have breathed 
such a thought in Paris rwild 
have exposed one to mayhem. But 
the revolution was already in the 
making. 

Pierre Laval, former premier, 
was one of the chief architects. 
Throughout his term 1 he showed 
time and again where his sym- 
pathies lay. He admired the totali- 
tarian "ideal." Now he will be one 
of a triumvirate to rule the des- 
tinies of the nasi fied French 
state. With him former Labor 
Minister Marquet and General 
Weygand, the man on whom 
France pinned her hope of vic- 
tory, will cooperate; with the aged 
Petain acting as figurehead dur- 
ing the transition. 

Observers acquainted with con- 
ditions in France are not greatly 
surprised at the atttude of Laval, 
Petain and Marquet; but how can 
Weygand's endorsement of the 
new Vichy government be recon- 
ciled with his role of the last few 
weeks. However, sincere and ener- 
getic his efforts to hurt back the 
invading Nazis, his about-face is a 
symbol of the inner decay which 
is responsible for the present 
Plight of France. 

One curious by-product of the 
shift from democracy to Fascism 
is the resurgence of the Royalists. 
All these many decades they have 
never given up hope of restoring 
House of Orleans to the throne; 
and today, though subject to the 
limitations imposed by dictator- 
ship, they hope to regain the titles 
and the prestige lost in the de- 
bacle of 1871. Hitler and Mus* 
solini, however, will see to it that 
they do not recapture the power

Blistering and peeling of paint 
U often causeu by the presence of 
moisture unq r the unbroken 
paint film.

Just a few weeks a*o Washington had its first serious attack of 
hvsterla andlitters. for several years. The war excitement was d«- 
SS as : afmol t as intense on thi^ide of the Atlantic as in war. 
stricken Europe. A "total defense" program was rushed through Con- 
gress with more speed than in 1916-17 

If the two great national political conventions had not inter 
vened the speed at which the Government was gmn, r might njrt have 
slowed down for dangerous curves. Perhaps we should be thanktul 
to politics for having given Washington statesmen time to cool their 
heads and rest their nerves. . 

The strength of Democracy is asserting itself once again, as is 
proved by the fact that the people of our country show a *tenmna- 
Uon to save America first, by preserving private enterprise, individual 
Uberty. cultural and economic riches, peace with progress and tech- 
nical gams that have been -wrung from the closets of scientists, elec- 
trical engineers, and from the laboratories of chemists. 

While party politicians were rounding the slippery curves at Phil- 
adelprl and Chicago our loyal American public took inventories of 
New rial reforms, and seriously appraised all the existing measures 
an! programs that have been on trial the last half dozen years.

ington has slowed down at many curves and learned a lot of lessons 
from cool Stettinius and'Knudsen and many sensible outsiders 

New Hants must be built, tooling, machinery, equipment and plans, 
as well as skilled and trained workmen must be brought to the job. 
Time must elapse before a thousand planes a day, or any Other great 
production can be expected. 

Even more significant s the restoration cf eommonsense, by force 
of public opinion, which revives the historic belief that so much haste 
will '"spoil the broth." Finally, one may write, that the United States 
and the Western Hemisphere face no immediate dangers. The high- 
muck-a-mucks of our Government. Army and Navy know that Iher: 
are two cr three years, at the least possible calculation, before all these 
'•total defense" plans will te needed, or can be made operative; and 
they also know that Nazis and others will need -an equally long time- 
after they finish Europe, to come across the Atlantic Ocean to wipe u;. 
the United States. That's why there has been a lot of slowing down at 
the curves— which is a rood deal safer and more sensibk .tan use 
hysteria-and-chatter-ways of just a few weeks ago. 

Besides: The Nazis kind of tools of war that we are making m v 
be "obsolete" by the time the Nazis arrive oruour shores. It is not a 
all unlikely but what this devilish war-stuff will also become "o : .-,. 
lete" before the United States is "next". 

Under all the circumstances the Americrn thinking people are 
likely to turn their attention to the Fall taction, and pick their ■-■p-P':- 
— recalling at the time the old practice-sentciee that "raw is th« 
time for all good men to come to the aid of their party."

NEW MILITARY DRAFT SYSTEM 

The indications are that compulsory military training is rapidly 
on the way to become a law of the land inasmuch as the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee has accepted the program of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps. That put the question before Congress, and the pre- 
dictions in Washington indicate that the policies of the President and 
the military forces of the Government will be approved. 

All men between the ages of 18 and 64 years will be compelled to 
register. This includes 42,000.000 men of these ages. 

Actual military training in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps will 
be limited to men between 21 and 45 years, with older and younger 
men serving in "home defense units." 

The registration plan follows the regular rules that have been ap- 
proved in recent years. It leaves the age groups to be registered, and 
the numbers to be called, to the discretion of the President. 

After a year's training, conscripts would be assigned to reserve 
units for additional annual training for ten years, or until they reach 

45. 

It is not at all probable that all registered men will ever be called 
to serve. Those who are conscripted would be chosen by a process of 
drawing lots after local boards had classified registrants. Married men 
and dependents, and workmen in industries essential to national de- 
fense as well as men in official positions would be put on deferred lists. 

There will be a fight in the Senate as well as in the House. Sena- 
tors Norris and Wheeler have announced their intention to fight 
against the adoption of compulsory training- in the United States. But 
with the Senate Military Committee and the President having lined 
up in favor of the pending bill, it is a safe guess that it will be passed 
at this session Of Congress.

Q. What care should be given a 
furnace and boiler during the 
Summer months so as to have it 
in good condition for the coming 
Winter? 

A. All soot and ash should be re 
moved from the boiler and the 
interior sprayed with a mixture of 
three-fourths kerosene and one 
fourth lubricating oil. It is also 
advisable to oil the hinges and 
edges of the furnace door and al- 
low them to stand open while the 
furnace is not in operation. 



Q. How can I remove paint 
stains and bits of plaster and 
cement from the bath tub in my 
new house? 

A. Plaster and cement should 
be removed with water or a non- 
abrasive cleaning compound. 
Avoid using a chisel or sharp in- 
strument. For the paint stains, 
apply turpentine vigorously. If 
this fails, use No. 000 sandpaper 
very lightly to avoid scratching 
the enamel and follow with an- 
other application of turpentine. 



Q. What is meant by curing 
Portland cement stucco and is it 
necessary in order tc obtain a sat- 
isfactory job? 

A. Stucco hardens because of a 
chemical reaction between the 
Portland cement and water. This 
process continues so long as mois- 
ture is present to hydrate the 
cement. Curing is the term to des- 



cribe the addition of moisture to 
the stucco, after it is in place, and 
is desirable since it increases the 
strength and density of the stucco 
and reduces the possibilities of 
cracking due to too rapid drying. 
Each stucco coat should be kept 
continuously damp for at least two 
days. Begin moistening as soon as 
the stucco has hardened suffici- 
ently not to be injured, applying 
the wattr in a fine fog spray. Use 
only as much water as will be 
readily absorbed. After the damp- 
curing period, allow each stucco 
coat to dry thoroughly before the 
next coat is applied.' 



F*HA Requirements 
Protect Builders Of 
Low Cost Homes 



Q. How should a wide opening 
in a partition which supports the 
joists of an upper floor be framed? 

A. A satisfactory method for 
framing such an opening is to 
double the plate, header, and door 
studs and set the headers on 
edge. If the opening is very wide 
it should be trussed. This is ac- 
complished by bracing the studs 
which rest on the header with 
short diagonal members. Such a 
truss distributes the super-impos- 
ed loads to the supporting studs. 
Unless proper construction is used 
over a wide partition opening sag- 
ging of the structural members 
over the opening will cause severe 
plaster cracks and open the joints 
of the door trim.

Location of Switches 

Wiring specifications of most 
builders require the placing of 
local light switches on the knob 
side of door openings. A conven- 
ience measure, this location per- 
mits easy access to the switch up- 
on entering a dark room. 



Termite Hint 

Federal Housing Administra- 
tion technical experts recommend 
the use of metal termite shields 
at porches, steps, and cellar hatch- 
ways to separate the main struc- 
ture from construction in contact 
with ground. 



Exposed Outlets 
Where electrical outlets are 
needed on porches, or other places 
of exposure to weather, a special 
outdoor outlet is recommended. 
These may be obtained in com- 
plete units, with an attached pro- 
tecting cap which covers the con- 
tact area when not in use. 



Decorative Window Grilles 
Window grilles are often needed 
for protection of property but they 
can be ornamental as well as use- 
ful if care in selection is exercised. 
Many designs now are obtainable, 
with or without ornamentation. 
They may be installed with funds 
obtained from qualified lending 
institutions under the Moderniza- 
tion Credit Plan of the Federal 
Housing Administration. 



The requirements, restrictions, 
and standards established by the 
Federal Housing Administration 
serve to emphasize the difference 
between "low-cost houses' and 
"cheap houses," according to Ad- 
ministrator Stewart McDonald. 

"The low-cost house, built under 
the FHA program," Mr. McDonald 
said, "conforms with minimum 
construction requirements thru 
apply to the materials and meth- 
ods of assembly entering into the 
construction. This mears that the 
prospective home builder under 
the FHA plan can be confident 
that inferior materials and poor! 
construction methods have had 
no place in the building of his 
home." 

"An unscrupulous, unchecked 
builder has ways of cutting corn, 
ers which do not make for low 
cost but for cheapness. The home 
owner who builds a cheap house 
should get himself ready for a 
lot of headaches and continual ex. 
pense to prop up the parts that 
fall apart, and in the end he has 
the most expensive house. 
Jerry-Builders Eater Field 

"The acceleration to the resi- 
dential construction industry 
which the establishment of the 
Federal Housing Administration 
brought about resulted in an in- 
flux into the home-building field 
of 'jerry-builders' who. having 
made a grub-stake in other lines 
of business, suddenly decided that 
they could make more money over 
a shorter period of time by becom- 
ing builders without having had 
any previous experience or trail- 
ing in construction. Generally, 
they subcontracted all of their 
work at the lowest cut prices pos- 
sible, and because of their own In- 
experience were unable to detect 
resulting substanard items" 

In order to overcome this diffi- 
culty, he continued, and to place 
in the hands of contractors, build- 
ers, lending institutions, and inci- 
dentally purchasers who really 
dia not know what to demand, the 
FHA set up the minimum con- 
struction requirements. These re- 
quirements set forth Ji nontech- 
nical language the fundamental 
principles of sound residential 
construction. 

"The establishment of these re- 
quirements," Mr. McDonald said, 
"also served to free, to a measur- 
able extent, reliable builders from 



vicious cut-throat competition. 
Their enforcement has made it 
possible for every builder to a 
community to know exactly lahat 
conditions are allowed, as well as 
those that are prohibited. 
Analysis Made 

"In establishing these ^require- 
ments, a field analysis was made 
of local building practices, supply 
of materials, adequacy and en- 
forcement of building code re- 
quirements, and climatic condi- 
tions. No unnecessary require- 
ments have been included, nor 
have any been introduced that 
will increase the expense of even 
the lowest-priced small home over 
that which would be mcugred by 
the incorporation of sound and 
sane building practices. 

"It is encouraging to note thaj 
these standards and requirements 
have not only had an effect upon 
the properties involved in insured 
mortgages, but through forces of 
competition their influence also 
has extended to other residential 
properties. 

"The FHA has attempted to en- 
force and administer these stand- 
ards in such a way as to encour- 
age the development of sound 
construction practices and intelli- 
gent planning, emphasizing the 
essential and disregarding the un- 
essential, for the complete pro- 
tection of the small home build- 
er."

(Continued Prom Page Oae) 
monwealth^s attorney in the State 
before the turn of the century, 
and he was believed the youngest 
representative attending the Vir- 
ginia constitutional convention of 
1901-02. 

Hooker was born October 29. 
1873, at Buffalo Ridge. Patrick 
County, the son of John and Mar- 
garet Hooker- Beared on the farm, 
he attended the county's gram- 
mar ana" high schools, then was 
graduated from William and Mary 
College. In 1896 he received his 
B. L. from the W. and L. Law 
School at Lexington. 

Disliked Public Office 
After attending William and 
Mary, he taught school and three 
of his brothers were in the doss. 
When W- B. Pedigo resigned as 
prosecutor, he was named by the 
Circuit Court to succeed him. 
Af ter two more terms to which he 
was ejected, he chose not to run 
again. 

He was named to the House of 
Representatives from the Fifth 
District to fill the unexpired term 
caused by the death of Borer A. 
James, of Danville, in the 67th 
Congress, and also was elected to 
the 68th Congress, but chose not 
to run again after that. When he 
left Congress, he was appointed 
attorney for the Southern Bail- 
way. 

At Stuart he continued his law 
practice through the years, with 
his son, John D. Hooker, asso- 
ciated with him in late years. 

In April, 1905, he married Miss 
Annie Dillard, of Henry County, 
and they had three children, of 
whom his son and Miss Annie 
Murray Hooker, of Stuart, survive. 
Bis wife also survives. 

Mr. Hooker had eight brothers, 
of whom seven are living. They 
are: J. A. Booker, of Nokesville; 
B. L. Hooker, Botetourt County - 
8. H. Hooker, Martinsville; I. T 
Booker, Roanoke; Dr. O. W. Hook- 
er, Roanoke; C. P. Hooker, West 
Palm Beach, Pla., and H. Lester 
Booker, State corporation com- 
missioner, Richmond. 

• Two of hto four sisters are liv- 
ing. They are Mrs. O, S. Nolen, 
Patrick County, and Mrs, Nannjne 
Turner, of Roanoke. 

The State Democratic chairman 
.served two terms as a member 
of the Virginia Fisheries Commis- 
sion, and was for four years a 
member of the board of visitors 
of Virginia Military Institute, 
Lexington. He was a Mason and 
a member of a number of organi- 
zations.

in oar midst; and that all un- 
American acts be severely punish- 
ed. 

Seventh: A copy of thte resolu- 
tion be forwarded to Senator 
Harry F. Byrd, Senator Carter 
Glass, the Honorable Colgate W. 
Darden, Jr., of the House of Re- 
presentatives and the National 
and State Departments of the 
American Legion. 

That Princess Post 113 Ameri- 
can Legion further goes on 
record, as expressing it's sincere 
regret, to the apparent lack of 
Patriotism and true Americanism 
on the part of such a large num- 
ber of school children and young 
people generally, and that it is 
the feeling of the membership of 
this Post that this lack of Patri- 
otism and indifference U> the wel- 
fare of the United States is in a 
large part due to the failure of 
the instructors in our public 
school system, private schools and 
colleges and that they spend suf-

County Conservation 
To Name Delegates 

During past week farmers of 
Princess Anne County who are 
participating in the 1940 Agricul- 
tural Conservation program, and 
those who signify their intention 
to participate in 1941, held com- 
munity educational and nominat- 
ing meetings to select nominees 
for community committeemen and 
delegates to the county conven- 
tion, J. N. Baxter, county chair- 
man, announced today. Insofar as 
practicable, educational and nomi- 
nating meetings were held to- 
gether. 

No less than six nor more than 
ten persons could be nommated 
for the community committee^in 
each of the five communities in 
this county, and not less than 
three nor more than five may be 
nominated as delegates to the 
county convention. 

Following the nominating meet- 
ings each farmer eligible to vote 
will be mailed a ballot and a busi- 
ness reply envelope. The ballot 
will contain the names of nomi- 
nees for committeemen and dele- 
gates for his community and each 
voter will be asked to vote for 
five committeemen and two dele- 
gates. The person who receives 
the most votes for committeeman 
will be declared elected chairman; 
the second, vice-chairman; the

convention, and the second. will be 
his alternate. Farmers will hm\ " 
seven days from the time the bal- 
lot is mailed them to mark it and 
return it to the county office. 

Following the election of com- 
munity committeemen and dele- 
gates, the delegates from all five 
communities will assemble in a 
county convention to elect the 
county committee. The first item 
of business for the newly elected 
county committee will be the elec- 
tion of a secretary and a treasur- 
er. Qualifications of these persons 
will be given careful considera- 
tion. The election of these officers 
will be held this month as new of- 
ficers and committeemen' take 
office not later than the beginning 
of the 1941 program year, Septem- 
ber 1. 

The "Oath of Office and Ser- 
vice Obligation" must be executed 
by newly elected committeemen 
and officers unless the oath has 
been previously executed. Any 
person failing to execute the oath 
will be deemed to have resigned 
from the position to which he was 
elected.

COMMENTS AND 

RESUMMON WAR 

The pattern of Hitler's project- 
ed world revolution steadily be. 
comes more clear. It is apparent 
to anyone that this is not a war 
in the traditional sense, in which 
Germany, if she wins, will be sat- 
isfied with reparations and col- 
onies and economic power. What 
the Nazis obviously tatend-despite 
their occasional protestations to 
the contrary— is the complete and 
final destruction of the British 
Empire, which for hundreds of 
years has held the balance of 
power in Europe and a large part 
of the rest of the world. And fol- 
lowing that, if the Fuhrer's as- 
toundingly frank Mein Kampf is 
to be believed, the rest of the 
democracies will receive similar 
treatment. Nowadays, the only 
democracies left, save England, 
are the American Republics. And 
of the American Republics, only 
the United States possesses suf 
ficient wealth, resources and po- 
tential armed strength to be a 
serious obstacle to the aims of Na- 
tional Socialism. 

Men who were once close to 
Hitler have been describing what 
he plans if and when England 
falls, and the glittering Empire on 
which the sun never sets crumbles 
away. They say that Hitler has 
no intention of launching an im- 
mediate military attack on the 
United States and the New World. 
If he did that, he would be court- 
tag disaster— the tactical obstacles 
In the way are gigantic, no mat- 
ter how great his military and 
naval power. And Hitler and his 
high-ranking advisers seem to feel 
that the U. S. can be conquered 
simply and easily. First planned 
step, according to the reports, is 
to court U. S. good will, by offer- 
tag us favorable economic agree- 
ments. This is designed to lessen 
our suspicions, and to create pub- 
lic opposition to spending more 
-billions for national defense. At 
the same time, the Nazis, as quiet, 
ly as possible, will carry on their 
economic penetration into Latin 
America. Next technique will be 
undercover work to create dissen- 
sion within this country— to set 
group against group, race against 
race, class against class, and thus 
to make genuine national unity 
impossible. Nazi propaganda chief 
Qoebbels and Nazi philosopher 
Rosenberg, judging by their 
speeches and writings, seem to be- 
lieve that this can be done with 
little trouble. They have said time 
and again that the U. S. is ripe for 
revolution, and only a competent 
directing hand is needed to bring 
it about when the time comes.

come must be taken from the pockets of the 
people and diverted to government.

OUR OCEAN WALKWAY 



A little over a decade ago the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach went to the expense of con- 
structing a concrete bulkhead and walkway 
along the Ocean front at a cost of approxi- 
mately a quarter million dollars. This sum 
was underwritten by the business concerns 
and the property owners of the Town, more 
particularly those located on the waterfront. 
It has proven to be quite an asset in many 
ways to the Town even though it has been a 
detriment to its credit due to defaults made 
by many of the underwriters. It has been a 
bulwark through many storms. Due to its 
uniformity and simplicity of structure a cer- 
tain beauty has been created, which also 
_aerved as an incentive to bordering property 
owners to make improvements. The Town 
fathers have attempted to keep it so, by 
forbidding the placing of concessions, adver- 
tising or like franchises (with the exception 
of the bicycle franchise) along its path such 
as are so frequently seen on the water fronts 
of many other beach resorts. 

In spite of the recognized assets of the 
walkway to people of the Town as a whole 
and to those who abut it in particular, there 
is one thing that has been overlooked— that 
is to keep it clean. The life guards keep the 
beach clean; the prqperty owners look after 
their holdings but theVibbon of concrete walk 
is allowed to remain/covered with unsightly 
debris and sand which is in places so deep as 
to be most disagreeable to the pedestrian. 

This has been especially noticeable to 
visitors who have frequently remarked that 
the beauty of our waterfront is marred only 
by the unsightly condition in which the walk 
way is allowed to remain. 

It is probably the duty, of the Town to see 
that it is kept clean just as it does the streets 
but it would seem that as a civic pride as 
well as a comfort to guests the adjoining 
property owners would attend to it as they 
do *^ ,r P. nv ate walkways and promenades. 
It likewise would seem advantageous to the 
holder of the bicycle franchise to keep the 
walkway clear of sancTfor the use of US 
patrons. He could do his part by cleaning 
the portions abutting the dead end streets. 
In this manner with some degree of co- 
operation it would not work a hardship on 
anyone nor create an additional burden on 
the street cleaning department, and be an aid 
to its beauty and comfort in its use and 
obviate some adverse criticism.

USING OLD DESTROYERS 



in its laws to sell fifty out-dated 
destroyers in the American navy 
to the British has much to com- 
mend it. Since we have begun to 
realize the danger of allowing the 
British nation and its navy to be 
removed from the sea, there is no 
reason why we should not make 
this material available. Fifty des- 
troyers now might be worth twice 
that number later and if the Bri- 
tish navy can be kept in existence 
because of them, to refuse to sell 
them to the English would be 
short-sighted indeed. 

No one knows how many des- 
troyers would be necessary to keep 
open the British sea lanes but it 
is a known fact that this type of 
ship has suffered the heaviest toll 
since the war began. It was signi- 
ficant to observe that in recent 
bombings of a British convoy In 
the channel that trawlers were be- 
ing used to guard the merchant 
ships, presumably because so 
many destroyers have been sunk 
or damaged. Trawlers, because of 
lack of armament and slower 
speed are not as effective in 
guarding ships. 

At the beginning of the war, the 
British navy had 183 of these ves- 
sels. They have admitted the loss 
of 29 but no information is avail- 
able as to how many of them have 
been damaged and laid up for re- 
pairs. The United States, due to 
the World War, has 238 destroyers 
of all classes. Of this group, at 
least fifty are of an older vintage 
but are in excellent state of repair 
and capable of active service. They 
would be as effective in the Eng- 
lish channel operations as any 
now built and there Is no parti, 
cular reason why they should not 
be put to use. 

Under the present laws, it is 
illegal to sell such ships to any 
power unless authoried by con- 
gress. They are not now needed 
nor are they being used for na- 
tional defense. As long as tehre 
Is a British navy, they will not be 
needed. It seems that if they can 
be used to keep the English navy 
in a state of usefulness In protect- 
ing our shores, it is a mistake not 
to arrange for their transfer.

Check Silo Leaks 
And Weak Spots 

Silos— and other farm buildings, 
:oo — should be given regular and 
complete check-ups to locate and 
eliminate weaknesses or faults, in- 
side and out. The owners should 
give special attention to roofs and 
walls. 

This practice is important re- 
gardless of how "permanent" the 
building materials may be, G. D. 
Kite, of the agricultural engineer- 
ing department, Virginia Agri- 
cultural Extension Division, points 
out. Concrete, brick, tile of metal 
are quite likely to show weak- 
nesses, though perhaps not as 
quickly as wood. 

The acid in ensilage destroys 
the lime in mortar joints and in 
concrete and plaster. Where dis- 
integration is found, the walls of 
the silo should be brushed with a 
wire brush to remove all loose 
particles; then painted two coats 
with cement paint, made by mix- 
ing cement and water to the con- 
sistency of thick cream. 

Where mortar joints of masonry 
walls show much damage, inspec- 
tion must include the reinforcing 
rods within the joints, to find out

The War Department has re- 
leased Its third requisition auth- 
orizing the enlistment of 5,266 
men in addition to previous re- 
quirements in the Third Corps 
Area. This is part of the plan to 
bring the Regular Army up to the 
authorized strength of 375,000 
men. 

The second requisition was for 
approximately 3.200 men to be 
filled by Third Corps by August 
30. In view of the fact that many 
of the requirements for the differ- 
ent arms and services have been 
filled, the third requisition has 
been released at this time so that 
there will be a continuity in re- 
cruiting for arms and services to 
fill their needs and more quickly 
bring the army to its authorized 
strength. 

Although August 1 and 18 have 
been given as dates putting into 
effect the beginning of the re- 
cruiting of this new requisition 
there is no definite date to have 
this completed as in previous re- 
quisitions, but it is to be accom- 
plished as soon as possible. 

Men are being recruited for 
practically every branch of the 
army: Quartermaster Corps, Cav- 
alry, Air Corps, Engineers (the 
new 21st Regiment attached to 
the Air Corps), Medical Depart- 
ment, Signal Corps, Infantry and 
both Field and Coast Artillery. 
The men accepted will be station- 
ed in this area and there are open- 
ings in— Hawaii, Panama, Philip- 
pines and Puerto Rico.

DENTS ON YOUR FENDERS 



Fenders were used by early man over open fires. Long centuries 
afterwards the first locomotives rolled over iron rails with the fenders 
pointing the way so efficiently that the settlers and farmers called 
them cow-catchers. Bicycles arrived, and the fender was called a 
guard The fender still stands on guard in front of street cars, buses, 
trucks and ships at sea. Most people simply take fenders for grant- 
ed. A Wahington writer decided to investigate the subject. 

One day at the north-east corner of the White House grounds 
there was a collision of two cars, due to the fact that two careless 
drivers were trying to beat the traffic light. It was quite a smash-up 
and the only reason no one was injured was because the fenders took 
the blows. 

That started the news man to thinking more about safety and 
he looked into the success of prevention associations, traffic squads 
apeed regulations, pedestrian carelessness, driver negligence, etc 
renders seemed to be ignored by all the specialists but there was 
plenty of mathematics about brakes, stee bodiesl modern glass, miles 
per hour, highway warnings, highways and crossings. 

The dignity, shining beauty, and life-saving record of fenders 
were not recorded in the book. The two drivers mentioned above 
might have gone to kingdom come and thousands of other drivers 
might have gone up and out the same way except that their fenders 
look the original shock, detoured the drivers from the hospital or doc- 
tor's office and started them to pay more attention to their fenders.

This pestiferous news writer resolved that he would write an ap- 
preciation of automobile fenders and so the chapter resumes, as fol- 
lows: 

Long long ago, a man from Detroit came to Washington in a 
beautiful new automobile. He drove about the country into Virginia 
and Maryland. Al the end of a perfect day he slipped-up somehow 
and the car went off the shoulder of the road, knocked down a post 
and carried it off on its fenders. Hasty examination showed only 
slight damage to the passengers. It was discovered that the post had 
traveled west and i* was identified by the words which showed it to 
be the boundary marker between Maryland and the District of Colum- 
bia. It had moved forty feet over the border into the District of Col- 
umbia. 

This incident might not have been noted except that some Mary- 
land officials came along the next day and stuck the post up where 
they found it. Thus the invader came into neutral territory several 
years ago and changed a very important boundary line. 

Later: The man from Detroit has owned many cars since that 
day. He holds up his hand and like a nice lawyer "does depose and 
solemnly swear that I became a safe and sound driver that day, due 
entirely to the fact I ever afterwards watched and paid careful atten- 
tion to my fenders. I have driven more than 200 thousand miles 
since then and have never had a dent in them."

Effects Of Realty 
Speculation Cited 

Speculation in real estate has 
been more violent and has pro- 
duced a more decided effect in 
one way or another upon the Na- 
tion than any other force that has 
operated in America. Federal 
Housing Administrator Stewart 
McDonald recently declared. 

"The period," he said, "which 
created an Eldorado one day. 
often to become a ghost city the 
next, is largely passed and we are 
now in an era when, all other 
things being equal, we can con- 
template a large measure of sta- 
bility in our investments in real 
estate. 
Stability Makes Mistakes Serious 

"When we passed our frontier 
days and finally grew up we founi 
that real estate investments could 
not be made safely with the same 
reckless abandon of the frontier 
days. We found that the mere fact 
of stability made mistakes more 
serious. We could not so easily 
counteract losses from one bad 
speculation by undertaking an- 
other. 

"We found that the loose and 
unsound methods we had beer, 
using in real estate financing 
could no longer survive. It was 
graphically brought to our atten- 
tion in the tragic collapse of the 
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mortgage structure in 1932." 
OM System Remedied 

During the past four or five 
years. Mr. McDonald said, very 
definite trends away from un- 
sound mortgage financing J 
methods have sprung up and am- 
azing progress has been made to- 
ward remedying the defects of the 
old system. 

"Today," he continued, "the 
short-term mortgage is almost 
unheard of. It has been largely 
superseded by the long-term, 
amortized mortgage under which 
a home owner pays for his home 
out of income— the source from 
which it should be paid— rather 
than out of capital, or not at all 
as was frequently the case under 
the old system. • 

"The low percentage, first mort- 
gage, and its attendant evil, the 
expensive and unsound second 
mortgage, has practically ceasea 
to exist so that now when a man 
finances his home he has only one 
mortgage to deal with and his 
financing costs are reduced to a 
minimum ?.nd are paid once and 
for all. He is not held up every 
three or five years for additional 
tributes in the form of renewal 
and other fees and charges."

FHA'S Stabilizing 
Effect Revealed 

Evidence of the Federal Housing 
Administration program's stabiua- 
ing effect on the real estate fi- 
nancing credit of the Nation is re- 
vealed from time to time in reports 
of lending institutions. 

Despite a sustained sluggish de- 
mand for other credit, FHA-insur- 
ed loans for the construction of 
new homes led the way for an ac- 
celerated upturn in small real 
estate loans according to reports 
made by banks in Muskegon, 
Mich. 

Harold M. Thurston, president 
of the Muskegon Trust Co., re- 
ported that increases of more than 
100 per cent over May and more 
than 350 per cent over June 1939, 
was recorded by his institution 
last month for Federal Housing 
Administration insured mortgage 
loans. 

While the demand experienced 
for real estate loans was surpris- 
ingly strong, commercial, indus- 
trial, and trade loans continued 
in the protracted slump which has 
abated but little in the past couple 
of years, observers noted.

Architectural 
Honesty Is Held 
Key To Economy 

Architectural honesty is the 
most direct road to the attainment 
of beauty and economy in home 
construction. 

The elimination of false and 
purposeless features is said to 
play a large part in bringing 
about an attractive home and a 
sound investment. 

False fronts, false walls, and 
false windows constitute the most 
common architectural abuse 
This fault is often manifest in 
windows in garage doors, placed 
there to disguise the identity of 
the garage. Other variations of 
this fault include false porte-cc- 
cheres, false service doors cov- 
ered by sweeping .roof lines, and 
continuation of walls when they 
serve no actual purpose, such as 
concealing drying yards or ser- 
vice entrances. 

Shatters Mast fit 

Another common fault is found 
in shutters which do not fit the 
window openings, while to many 
cases shutters are found applied 
to the outside of the window 
frame, thus increasing the false 
character of the structure. 

A "restlessness" in masonry 
walls is frequently creatad by in- 
troducing materials other than 
the one which forms the main 
body of the wall. This is seen most 
often in the form of pieces of 
stone or rock inserted into brick 
walls, with a condition described 
as 'rock rash" resulting. Stone 
used promiscuously on brick 
houses for the purpose of accen- 
tuating entrances, window open- 
ings, or false buttresses tends to 
destroy the desirable simplicity of 
masonry construction. A more 
lasting beauty is created when the 
exterior finish of a home is not 
disturbed by too great a variety 
in finishing materials. 

Simple Windows Urged 
Windows, to play their part in 
the architectural design of the 
home, should be kept simple and 
should not vary in design. A com- 
mon fault is found in the use of 
several different kinds of windows 
in the same house. Diamond- 
shaped glass panes may be effec- 



tively used in homes of English 
style, but to use this type in con- 
junction with square panes in the 
same structure is not good archi- 
tectural design.

Another common 
to be the location of trie chimney 
in the valley of the roof. This, it 
is pointed out, creates a pocket 
for water and usually develops 
into a source of continual annoy- 
ance to the home owner. 

Opening the garage to the rear, 
unless served by an alley, often 
has far-reaching effects in that 
this demands much yard space for 
unnecessary driveways, sets up 
maintenance costs otherwise not 
necessary, and causes a snow re- 
moval problem in tectums where 
this is a consideration. Many 
home owners are deprived of at- 
tractive rear-yard development be- 
cause driveways consume much of 
the yard area. 

The coloring of mortar may be 
a disturbing factor in masonry 
work, especially when used to 
heighten the effect of entrances 
or windows. In many cases it 
breaks the harmony of the sur- 
face and gives the house a restless 
appearance, this being especially 
true when the mortar joint has 
been raised.

Haphazard Land 
Control Lowers 
Tax Receipts 



Declining tax receipts will be 
the price many cities will have to 
pay for the luxury of permitting 
haphazard community growth. 

Until the past few years, it was 
pointed out. the majority of the 
"city fathers" of America pro- 
ceeded on the theory that control 
measures were nor necessary be- 
cause neighborhood blight was an 
inevitable part of the life cycle of 
properties and was symptomatic 
of growth. 

Slower City Growth Forecast 

Experience of recent years, in- 
dicating that cities probably will 
grow more slowly in the future, 
has convinced many public offi- 
cials that rapid neighborhood de- 
terioration must be prevented. 
Many cities also are looking for 
practical means of rehabilitating 
neighborhoods which had be?n 
allowed to go to pieces in the ex- 
pectation that expanding busi- 



fault is held premature blighting of established 
sections of the city and the conse- 
quent destruction of taxable land 
and property values in those 
neighborhoods. 

Waste Shorten* Property Life 

Wasteful methods of city' 
growth have needlessly shortened 
the economic life of thousands of 
properties and contributed to the 
destruction of millions of dollars 
of property values. 

Another closely related problem 
concerns the premature subdivi- 
sion of land, particularly land 
outside the city limits. Normal 
city growth would eventually call 
for the use of some of this land. 
However, the practice of subdivid- 
ing land before it is ripe for de- 
velopment has the dual effect of 
attracting families from well-es- 
tablished neighborhoods in cities, 
and of creating serious civic prob- 
lems, such as undue extension of 
public utilities, the need for new 
police and fire protection, as well 
as new schools. 

Effort Made to Check Blight 

All to all. with receipts from 
taxable properties shrinking and 
new calls being nude upon city 
funds, municipal officials are be- 
coming inclined to use every 
means at their disposal to check 
further deterioration of blighted 
neighborhoods and to devise 
means of protecting neighbor- 
hoods, new and old, which still 
are free from blight. 

If m-city undeveloped resident- 
ial neighborhoods are to compete 
with cheaper 'unspoiled" areas on 
the outskirts, it was pointed out. 
something must be done to eli- 
minate wasteful street systems 
and excessive street improve- 
ments. By planning streets ex- 
clusively to serve local residential 
purposes, great savings are said to 
be possible.

Q. What kind of pigment is re- 
commended for producing color- 
ed concrete? 

A. Mineral oxide pigments are 
the most satisfactory for coloring 
concrete. Other pigments such as 
organic dyes have a tendency to 
fade and may reduce the strength 
of the concrete. There are two 
kinds of mineral oxides; natural 
oxides that come directly from the 
mines, and manufactured pig- 
ments which are prepared especi- 
ally for use to concrete. Natural 
mineral pigments which cost less 
per pound than manufactured 
pigments are recommended where 
dull colors are desired; for bright 
colors, manufactured pigments 
will produce the best results. 



Q. Should concrete be kept 
moist after placing? 

A. Do not permit newly placed 
concrete to dry out too rapidly. 
Protect it from the sun or drying 
winds for a week or 10 days, oth- 
erwise the water necessary for 
proper hardening will evaporate, 
resulting in loss of strength. 
Floors, walks, and similar surfaces 
can be protected by covering with 
earth or straw kept moist by oc- 
casional sprinkling, as soon as the 
concrete has hardened sufficient- 
ly so that it will not be injured. 
Walls should be protected by 
hanging moist canvas or burlap 
over them.

Q. I plan to use shingles on the 
side walls of my house. What 
length shingles should I use and 
how much of the shingle can be 
exposed to the weather? 

A. Shingles are made in lengths 
of 16, 18, and 24 inches. The 
length of the shingle you will use 
depends largely upon the archi- 
tectural effect desired. Shingles! 
on side walls may be exposed to 
the weather more than shingles on 
the roof. Wall shingles are usual- 
ly less subject to intense direct 
heat of the sun and water runs 
off more rapidly. Shingles which 
are 16 inches long should not be 
exposed to the weather more than 
7 1-2 inches; 18-inch shingles not 
more than 8 1-2 inches; and 24- 
inch shingles not more than 11 
inches.

Q. Are flue linings recommend- 
ed for thin-walled chimneys? 

A. Good quality clay tile flue 
linings with all joints completely 
filled with mortar are an essential 
part of aU thin- walled chimneys. 
Parging the inner walls of the 
flue with mortar should not be 
used as a substitute for flue lin- 
ings. The combined effect of wind, 
expansion, and contraction due to 
temperature changes and flue 
gases causes disintegration of 
such lining. When several flues 
are built in the same chimney not 



Poison ivy can be a serious men- 
ace to the suburban home own- 
er and its removal may constitute 
a definite home improvement— 
especially if the members of the 
family are sensitive to the plant. 
Some general suggestions on 
poison ivy control follow: 

1. Grubbing up the root is the 
surest way to get rid of poison ivy 
but people who are not immune 
should take precautions to protect 
themselves before undertaking 
the job. 

2. Poison of the plants is trans- 
mitted to anything that is touch- 
ed: Clothes, gloves, shoes, tools, 
etc. 

3. Vines that are cut off from 
the roots and remain clinging to a 
tree or fence retain their poison- 
ous quality. 

4. Leaves and green shoots of 
the plant can be shriveled by a 
strong solution of rock salt in 
water with soap added. This solu- 
tion, however, will kill other vege- 
tation. 

5. Care should be exercised in 
burning brush containing poison 
ivy leaves or vines as the smoke 
fumes may poison sensitive per- 
sons. 

6. Poison ivy is poisonous 
throughout the entire year.

Mid-summer weather increases 
the desire for outdoor living and 
focuses attention on the modern 
home vith its exceptional facili- 
ties for making this pleasure 
available. 

The new houses are featured by 
patios, terraces, gardens, sun 
decks, and complete outdoor liv- 
ing rooms, surrounded by lawns 
and shrubbery. Contributing to 
the trend for outdoor living is the 
practice of building the garage as 
an integral part of the house. 
This leaves larger unbroken space 
to the rear, to be used for lawn, 
yard, barbecue pit, or flowers.

The standard count per gallon, 
for the several grades of oysters, 
was agreed upon by the commit, 
tee as follows: 

Counts— 300 or less per gallon; 
extra selects, 250 or less; selects 
300 or less; extra standards or 
mediums, 490 or less; and stan- 
dards, 450 or over- 
Extra select oysters will be de- 
signated by the purple label of 
the Agriculture Department; 
■elects, by a blue label; and extra 
standards of mediums by a red 
label. 

Besides designatm* the number 
of oysters in the gallon, the labels 
win indicate that the oysters were 
in good condition at the time of 
shucking, that the containers were 
free from excessive cut or torn 
oysters and from foreign matter, 
and that the pack is reasonably 
solid. 

The certification also provides 
that no certified oysters be held 
by a packer more than five days 
before shipment and that the date 
on which the oysters were sealed 
be shown, in order to assure the 
consumer of fresh, uniform oys- 
ters of each grade. 



NEWCOIWBE ASSUMES DUTIES

This ancient question may soon 
he answered thinks the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

If the trawler can be made ready 
in time, to all the other censuses 
of the 1M0 will be added a fish 
census. Its territory will be the 
North Atlantic Ocean. 

Completion of the first stage of 
the vessel's preparation a nine 
months' job, was announced re- 
cently by Boston officials of the 
United States Bureau of Fisheries. 
They hope to finish and be off to 
count the fish before cold weather. 

They are going to tag some of 
the fish and offer a reward to 
persons catching them and re- 
turning the tag. Then they will 
compute each fish's mileage, and 
determine a lot of facts about 
what goes on down below to the 
Invisible depths. 

One of the principal things the 
fish enumerators seeks to do is to 
forecast for the fishing industry 
whether to expect good or poor 
fishing in coming seasons. 

The boat, orginally a commer 
rial fishing trawler named the 
Harvard, was donated* to the gov- 
ment by the General Seafoods 
Corporation of Boston, after it had 
i built a new and modern trawler 
bearing the same name. In its new 
career as a floating laboratory of 
the Bureau of Fisheries. 

It Is the preliminary task to 
conversion that has just been 
completed. The vessel Is now at 
the Army Base, South Boston, 
Massachusetts, awaiting the com 
ptotkm of specifications and ob- 
taining of bids on the final work 
of reconstruction. 

The ship is 139.2 feet long. It 
was built at East Boothbay, 
Maine, to 1926. The change was 
made possible by a $125,000 Pub- 
lic Works Administration allot- 
ment. The Albatross IH will give 
the governmnet its seventh sue 
cessive floating laboratory, but 
the only one in service. The last 
was the Albatross II, decomniis- 
aloned to 1933. 

Equipped with its new labora- 
tory, the Government expects to 
take its first census of some of 
the most frequently "moving" 
families to the Atlantic, conduct- 
ing an oceanic "house to house" 
canvass of who's who and what's 
what to the waters between Nan- 
tucket Shoals and the Grand 
Banks. 

To take the fish census, Bureau 
experts aboard the Albatross TH 
will make a series of "tows" with 
a special otter traw, somewhat 
similar to those used on commer- 
cial vessels, over the entire fishing 
area. The fish caught in this

As the United States News re- 
cently pointed out, this country 
seems to be copying Great Britain 
to getting ready for possible war. 
"The United States is getting 
tough with Japan in one ocean," 
says the Hews, "It is promising to 
use force to keep Hitler from tak- 
ing title to territory that may be 
his through right of conquest to 
another ocean. It is denying Hit- 
ler access to investments inside 
the United 8tates that are owned 
by peoples he has conquered. It is 
talking about ways to let Britain 
have warships as well as airplanes 
and guns that belong to the Am- 
erican Army and Navy. Any one 
of these gestures, overnight can 
lead to trouble. Yet the National 
Government is proceeding in slow 
motion to get set for the time 
when somebody, somewhere, may 
call a bluff." 

There can be no doubt that the 
American pepole, by an overwhel- 
ming majority, approve this gov- 
ernment's aggressive pro-British. 
anti-Axis policy. The government 
thus simply reflects the thoughts 
and emotions of its citizens which 
is what it is supposed to do. On 
the other hand, it is probably true 
that the American people at large 
have no conception of the lethargy 
with which the rearmament pro- 
gram is proceeding. They have 
read to their newspapers that 
Congress has approved or is about 
to approve defense measures in- 
volving appropriations of close to 
$15,000,000,000. This money is to 
be turned into clouds of fighting 
planes, swarms of tanks, and a 
two-ocean fleet which will dwarf 
the naval might of any other 
power. All that makes an encour- 
aging picture. What is not encour- 
aging is the hard fact that govern- 
ment officials, and the distinguish- 
ed Industrialists to charge of de- 
fense preparations, are experienc- 
ing a very difficult time to turn- 
tog the dollars Into arms. 

According to the War Depart- 
ment, an army of 2,000,000 men is 
necessary to defend this nation's 
Interests to the Western Hemis- 
phere. The Department is certain 
that such an army can be raised, 
to an orderly manner least disrup- 
tive to the social and economic life 
of the nation, only by compulsory, 
selective conscription. Yet, due 
largely to political reasons, the 
conscription bill has floundered 
about in Congress for weeks, and 
the Army has been growing only 
at the rate of 15,000 to 20,000 new 
recruits a month. 

The two-ocean navy, under the 
best of conditions, cannot be com- 
pleted for five years. And the best 
of conditions are not to sight now. 
Some ship contracts 'have been 
signed, but nothing seems to have 
been done to provide needed new 
facilities for making the neces- 
sary armor plate. 

All authorities agree that a gi- 
gantic air fleet, whatever the ex- 
act number of plane" is absolutely 
necessary.

Red Cross Relief 
Supplies Seized

Rev. J. B. Clower, chairman of 
the local Red Cross Chapter, vigor- 
ously denied a prevailing rumor 
that relief supplies being sent to 
the war stricken countries of Eur- 
ope were being seized by the Ger- 
mans or other belligerent coun- 
tries. 

In making the denial Mr. Clow- 
er quoted at length from a report 
made by Norman H. Davis, Na- 
tional chairman, to which he said: 
"I want to assure the American 
people that there is no foundation 
Whatsoever for such reports. I am 
able to state categorically that the 
German authorities have not 
seized one cent of Red Cross funds 
nor have they taken a single item 
of our supplies." 

Mr. Davis assured contributors 
to. the war relief fund that the 
Red Cross does not intend to en- 
gage in any relief program with- 
out adequate control over its op- 
erations or without ample con- 
sideration of the wishes of those 
who have contributed so generous- 
ly." He also reiterated that none 
of the war relief funds are spent 
on the normal program of the Red 
Cross, including general adminis- 
tration of war relief work. 

The Red Cross has spent almost 
eight million dollars in the last 
eleven months, he said, "to bring 
assistance and comfort to the suf- j 
fering people of Poland, Finland. 
Norway, Holland, Belgium, Lux- 
embourg, France and England. 

"A major portion of the money 
has gone to buy commodities to 
this country for shipment abroad," 
Mr. Davis explained. "They in- 
clude everything from streamlined 
air-conditioned ambulances to 
complete layettes for babies; from 
modern X-ray apparatus to thous- 
ands of cakes of soap; from valu- 
able and delicate surgical tostru-

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REHABILITATION OF 
THE BOOTLEGGER 

For years religious and temperance organi- 
zations attempted to control the use of 
Alcoholic Beverages both through educa- 
tional and regulative methods. Some degree 
of success was beginning to be realized when 
along came a sudden wave in the wake of the 
World War and the prohibitive method, was 
adopted by the writing of the Eighteenth 
Amendment into the Federal Constitution. 
Through the spirit of human nature of the 
masses always desiring to do the thing that 
is prohibited a new industry was born. An 
industry consisting of the illicit manufactur- 
ing of and the dealing in liquids purporting 
to be of alcoholic virtues but usually of un- 
known quality. The industry became very 
lucrative and as time went on more and 
more of our citizenry became involved in this 
illegal traffic. 

The National, State and local govern- 
ments through their combined law enforce- 
ment organizations, spent untold sums in at- 
tempting to enforce these laws but without 
avail. The industry grew, tho product im- 
proved, the price lowered and the public gen- 
erally acquiesced in it all. 

After fifteen years of experimentation it 
was recognized that prohibitive method* 
would not work and the laws were unen- 
forciable. As a result the amendment was 
taken out of the Constitution and Statutory 
prohibition laws largely substituted with re- 
gulative laws. Alcoholic beverages of 
jtnown quality were legally placed upon the 
market at reasonable prices, even though 
high enough to be a revenue produces of con- 
"siderable magnitude to the dealers and 
governments. This action was the signing 
of the "death warrants" for the bootleggers 
'and the industry thereby died. 

However, governments have learned this 
to be a fruitful field of income and have 
gradually increased the taxes on the product 
— increased them to such an extent that it 
be profitable for the bootlegger to 
competition. He has learned the 
all he awaits is the opportunity to 
.. a sufficiently profitable basis to 
„ justifiable for him again to go for- 
ward with his illegal enterprise. He has a 
market when he can undersell and still profit. 
It has been proven that the prohibition laws 
cannot be enforced and it would be costly to 
.again attempt it. 

The prohibitionist was instrumental in 
giving birth to the illegal industry. Common 
sense killed it but it looks as if governments 
in their greed will rehabilitate it. They had 
better stick to educational and competitive 
policies and forget the supposed excess 
profits. It may be more productive in the 
end. 



By then the major portion of our present 
naval and military equipment will be obsolete 
and of little value. 

It is almost a universally conceded fact 
that England has been our first line of de- 
fense against any possible attempted military 
or economic invasion for many decades. For 
years our Atlantic fleet has virtually flown 
the British Flag. Should England fail in its 
stand, our first line of defense has likewise 
crumbled. Our own national defense 
problem would immediately become two fold. 

During the last World War the Allies were 
near defeat when America, though unpre- 
pared, stepped in with her resources and 
turned the tide. The trick may be worked 
again. England has asked only for supplies, 
chiming assured success with them. Whereas 
our own defense equipment is not adequate 
for our needs, it will be antiquated before 
we will need active use of it. It may be that 
such of it as could be released would assure 
the safety of our first line of defense— Eng- 
land thereby in the long run preserve our 
manpower, the freedom of our democracy 
and largely our economic soundness. It is 
easier to back up the first line of defense 
than to be the first line of defense.

The March Of The Barbarians 

"The March of the Barbarians" 
develops the story of the Mongols 
along three lines. It explains the 
factors that gave rise to the em- 
pire of Genghis Khan; it presents 
In detail the building of the em- 
pire by the founder of the line and 
his .sons and grandsons, and tells 
of the collapse of the empire; it 
shows the effect of the expansion 
of the Mongol peoples upon peri- 
pheral civilizations that they 
touched, and evaluates their in- 
fluence upon world history. 

Amongst a breed of which only 
the hardiest survived arose one 
with the will and organizational 
genius requisite to gain control of 
the tough, independent horsemen 
of the Asiatic wastes. Pounding 
his authority on an ironbound 
military discipline, Genghis Khan 
brought to heel the numerous 
tribes of natural fighters and put 
them to his own uses in building 
an empire that surpassed in ex- 
tent any that had existed before. 

Mr. Lamb introduces the story 
of the Great Khans by a rapid 
survey of what is known of early 
Asiatic steppe life, and shows the 
type of living that conditions of 
extreme cold and scarcity of food 
engendered. Above all does he 
make clear the environmental 
factors that produced the tireless 
bodies and merciless natures of 
the steppe riders. 

The impetus to empire was not 
carried on unimpaired by the sons 
of Genghis Khan. His immediate 
successor, Ogadai Khan, gave the 
orders for the depredation of the 
Golden Horde of Batu, who des- 
troyed Krakow in Poland and ut- 
terly routed the Hungarians and 
sacked Pest on the Danube.

NATIONAL DEFENSE 



Everybody is inclined to consider that his 
own opinions and prejudices about customs 
and institutions, principles and practices, re- 
present the "American Way." The term is 
used to justify the most contradictory ideas. 
Nevertheless there are some principles and 
practices that are distinctively American 
and that are believed in by most Americans ; 
especially a fundamental conception of free- 
dom which is a part of our heritage. 

We have built up our civilization here, and 
drawn our social pattern, on a basis of indi- 
vidual freedom. It includes freedom of 
worship, of speech and press and assembly, 
of residence and movement ; liberty to pursue 
an occupation of one's own choice, to acquire 
and own property, and to enter into voluntary 
association with others in enterprise ; and the 
right to participate in government through 
representatives whose arbitrary power is re- 
stricted by basic and statutory law and who 

are periodically accountable to the people. { Khan ^ oDo * ed Ogadai. and by his 
These rights do not constitute the whole 
range of American freedom, but are among 
the most fundamental. , 

It is true that these are not regarded as 
absolute rights. We impose limits by cus- 
tom and by public authority. But we try to 
adhere to the pattern and we recur to it 
whenever it is temporarily disregarded. The 
conviction persists that this individual free- 
dom must be maintained — limited only in 
order to preserve the maximum of it for all. 
For in the freest possible exercise of indivi- 
dual initiative and energy we see the main- 
spring of our past achievement and the guar- 
anty of a greater future — the fulfillment of 
the promises of American life. 

There is no other plan of human relations 
we know of that has produced or is producing 
a like result. Certainly the totalitarian sys- 
tems now spreading over Europe — and not 
without their advocates here — bear no fruit 
that we crave. We believe in hard work — 
but in occupations of our own choice ; in dis- 
cipline — but self -discipline ; in individual 
duties and group duties — but not imposed by 
arbitrary power; in cooperation — but of a 
free people. 

Free institutions, however, affording the 
maximum of individual opportunity are not 
an accident of nature, like the climate — nor 
do they persist like the sun, moon, and stars 
for whose existence and movements and con- 
tinuance we feel no responsibility. Genera- 
tions of vigorous, industrious, and adventur- 
ous people have established these institu- 
tions. Only people of the same sort can 
safeguard and maintain them. A corollary 
of individual freedom is individual responsi- 
bility; each generation must earn again, by 
hard work, devotion to duty, loyal coopera- 
tion, productive achievement, its right to be 
free.

the district? Will it be maintain- 
ed at public expense? 

8. Do restrictions and zoning 
permit the construction of the 
type of building contemplated? 
Do they protect the environment 
against undesirable changes? 



1 9. Are there any unpaid bonds 
or assessments? 

10. Are tax or insurance rates 
unduly high? ; 

11. Is any improvement work 
contemplated which will result in 
additional bonds or assessments 

12. Is the location, judged by 
present conditions, apt to improve 
or deteriorate? 

13. Is the soil good enough to 
support a garden? 

14. If there are trees, are they 
in a good state of preservation? 

15. Is the lot well drained or is 
there danger of water standing 
on the surface during heavy rains. 

16. Has the lot sufficient area 
to permit building of the house of 
desired size and still leave ample 
expanse for light, air. privacy, gar.

FRYTHERCH RETURNS FROM

"As the long lines of unpro- 
tected women and children trudg- 
ed wearily into the southern pro- 
vinces, our personnel moved along 
to administer to their wants and 
to alleviate their misery. 

"As a matter of fact, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross is not conducting 
relief activities in any portion of 
France occupied by German 
troops with the exception of Paris 
and immediate vicinity where as- 
sistance to French sick and 
wounded, particularly children, is 
being continued. This operation, 
which began before the fall of 
Paris, is entirely financed out of 
funds specifically designated for 
the purpose. It is being administ- 
ered and closely supervised by 
Wayne Chatfield-Taylor, who re- 
mained in Paris during and after 
the occupation. 

."The difficulties of transporta- 
tion, blockade and the lack of 
protective controls make any sat- 
isfactory relief work in these 
countries practically impossible at 
present. In any case, we may rea- 
sonably assume that the blockad- 
ing authorities will not grant safe 
conduct to any relief supplies 
unless they are satisfied that they 
will reach those for whom they 
are intended and Will not be of 
assistance to their enemy."

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Nearly 800 New 
Homes Each Day 
BliOt In July 

An average of nearly 800 new 
single-family homes was started 
under FHA inspection on each 
working day during July, Federal 
Housing Administrator Stewart 
McDonald has announced. 

These figures give no indication 
of even a normal seasonal let-up 
in home building, it was pointed 
out by the Administrator. 

During the week ended July 27, 
a total of 4,206 new homes were 
started under FHA inspection, not 
<iuite equalling the double-top of 
more than 4,400 established in the 
previous two weeks but large 
enough to be Included among the 
«bv bjggest weeks of the year in 
new homes started. 

4,000 Mark Again Topped 

Mortgages selected for appraisal 
last week covering new homes to 
he built under FHA inspection, 
however, reached a total of 4,753 
and marked the twenty-second 
successive week, with the excep- 
tion of two having holidays, in 
which new home applications sub. 
stantially exceeded the 4,000 
mark. The total number of 4,753 
compared with 3.096 in the same 
week of 1939, an increase of 54 
per cent. 

"All of these homes." Mr. Mc- 
Donald declared, "are small, 
soundly constructed, efficient 
dwelling units that are being pur. 
chased in some cases for less than 
a dollar a day. Furthermore, re. 
ports from our local offices 
throughout the country • indicate 
that the expansion . in building 
activity la on a healthy, broad' 
hasls with striking gains being re. 
ported in every section." 

12-Year Peak Foreseen ^_ 

These reports indicate that pri- 
vately financed residential con- 
struction this year will attain a 
12-year peak, he added. Applica- 
tions for mortgage insurance' 
which have proved an accurate 
yardstick for construction to come 
along in future weeks, have been 
running consistently more than a 
thousand a week ahead of last 
year..

In closing his editorial, Mr. Bige- 
low declares that "Regardless of 
politics, of personal hopes and be- 
liefs — or ambitions — America must 
be defended now. To use less than 
the best we have would be to betray 
America."

Total cash income of Virginia 
farmers in 1939 amounted to 
$121,419,000, a slightly better 
showing than in 1938. according 
to the Virginia Department of 
Agriculture, L. M. Walker, Jr., 
Commissioner. 

The 1939 gross farm income of 
$78,685,000 from crops was ap- 
proximately 94, and the gross 
farm income of $86,769,000 from 
livestock and livestock products 
was 97.5 per cent of the 1938 to- 
tals. Dairy products valued at 
$30,521,000 was the highest in- 
come from any farm activity. In- 
come from poultry and eggs, 
amounting to $27,299,000, was the 
second highest; tobacco ranked 
third, value $20,471,000, and hogs 
rated fourth, valued at $15.060,. 
000. 

The relative standing of the 
various farm products, the Agri- 
culture Department points out in 
its monthly bulletin, is somewhat 
different. With respect to cash in- 
come, tobacco is the leading 
money product, poultry products 
rank seoond, dairy third, cattle 
and calves lourth, and hogs fifth.

Architects' Service 
Made Widely 
Available by FHA 

The architect, by experience and 
training, is the proper source of 
technical advice to builders of 
both large and small structures. 

The architect's services cover a 
wide and varied field. Examined 
briefly, they reveal a complete en- 
compassing of preliminary coun- 
selling, planning, designing, speci- 
fication of materials, and super- 
vision of construction. 

Architects' Duties 

Here is what the architect does: 

He visits the proposed site, con- 
siders its topography, drainage, 
fills, ground area, subsoil condi- 
tions, prevailing winds, sun, view, 
and possibility of property meet- 
ing standards, considers its pos- 
sible eligibility in meeting the 
minimum property standards as 
established by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration. 

The architect then prepares pre- 
liminary sketches showing the 
proposed new home, incorporating 
desires and needs of the owner, 
and utilizing to best advantage 
the proposed site. 

In accordance with the owner's) 
desires and funds available, and 
upon acceptance of the prelimnary 
sketches by the owner with any 
suggested changes as may be de- 
sired the architect proceeds to 
develop working drawings, with 
scale details and complete speci- 
fications. He stipulates in writing 
the exact performance expected in 
building? the home. 

Secure Bids 

An increasingly large number 
of homes are being built by choos- 
ing the contractor on his reputa- 
tion alone, and awarding him the 
work on the basis of a fixed fee 
for complete construction. Where 
the owner desires, however, to 
have competitive price bids from 
contractors, the architect invites 
bids from competent builders, and, 
in either case, advises with the 
owner on the preparation and a- 
warding of the contract. 

The architect supervises the 
construction of the house and 
from time to time issues certifi- 
cates of payment to the owner up- 
on being satisfied that the build- 
er has met all obligations pertain- 
ing to the job. Whenever change 
in material or design other than 
that shown on the working draw- 
ings is desired by the owner, the 
orders for the changes are made 
in writing to the builder by the 
architect. This tends to eliminate 



points of dispute. 

Upon completion of the job to 
the satisfaction of the owner and 
the architect, a final certificate of 
payment is issued with the under- 
standing that the builder will be 
liable for any faulty workman, 
ship or failure of any material 
within a period of one year from 
the date of completion. 

Federal Housing Administration 
regulations which permit lenders 
on homes to 'add the architect's 
fee to the appraised value of the 
property have increased the use 
of architects in small home plan- 
ning, building observers have 
noted. 

This provision has largely in. 
creased the availability of archi 
tectural services to builders of 
small homes because the major 
portion of the cost of the archi 
tectifc services may be met as a 
part of the loan charge over a 
period of time. 

o 

Tested Principles 
Safest, FHA Advises 

To achieve a small house design 
that will be both practical and 
possible, offering at the same time 
a reasonably high degree of com- 
fort and sanitation, the Federal 
Housing Administration recom- 
mends adherence to certain tested 
principles which will provide a 
maximum of accommodation 
within a minimum of cost. 

1. The outer boundary of the 
house should be recatngular in 
shape, avoiding all breaks in line 
except at the corners of the rec- 
tangle. 

2. The total length should be, so 
far as possible, reduced to the 
minimum required to enclose a 
given floor area. 

Eliminate Corners 

3. Interior framing and parti- 
tioning should be designed to ell. 
minate as many corners as pos- 



sible. 

4. Standard lengths of lumber 
should be used throughout in the 
floor, ceiling, roof, and wall mem- 
bers, except where cutting Is re- 
quired to form gables and to 
frame around stairs and chim- 
neys. Room sizes should be plan- 
ned to permit the use of standard 
lengths to avoid waste. 

5. Standard stock items of mill- 
work can be used to obtain bene- 
fit of factory fabrication where 
possible. 

Concentrate Plumbing 

6. Plumbing lines should be con- 
centrated, kitchen and bath being 
back to back in one-story plans 
and above one another in two. 
story plans. 

7. Heating layouts and house 
plans should be developed in re- 
lation to each other to permit ef- 
ficient operation and short runsition in hall-ends, 
of piping or duct work. 

The construction of a house 
which has been designed with 
these principles closely in mind 
will involve no unusual methods 
of building according to the FHA. 
There will be no material used 
which is not readily available, and 
no element of construction not 
familiar to a competent builder. 
Dependence is placed solely upon 
careful planning, the utilization of 
stock materials in standard sizes, 
and the avoidance of the waste of 
materials and labor.

Mr- McDonald also pointed out 
that the orders for materials 
cleared through numerous local 
dealers went to a large number of 
manufacturing concerns. Addi- 
tional employment was created in 
transporting the materials, he 
said.

Shower Stalls Now 
Pre-Fabricated 

For many years it has been the 
general practice to build shower 
stalls on the job just as clothes 
closets are constructed, but today 
the installation of shower cab- 
inets which are manufactured in 
standard sizes may frequently be 
made.

The Germans are 
supposed to be able to produce up 
to 4.000 planes each month. Aug- 
ust plane production ^in this coun- 
try will total about 895 ships, ol 
which a considerable proportion 
are norunllitary, or are built for 
export. 

Tanks are considered by many 
to be as vital as planes— it was 
German tanks which won the 
battles of Belgium and Flanders 
and France after aircraft had 
done the preliminary work of des- 
troying factories and towns and 
military depots, and disorganizing 
and tarrorizmc the civilian pop- 
ulations. We have not yet put in 
orders for big tanks, of the kind 
the Germans employed so effec- 
tively, and we have less than 700 
light tanks on order. 

We are even moving slowly in 
prednctng that basic arm— the 
jrtfle. -Garrand rifle production 
fans around 900 a day, which is 
considered far under the desirable 
ra|e. And, experts have found seri- 
ous faults in the Garrand's design 
and operation— a problem which 
Jks still being acrimoniously de- 

During June and July, military 
contracts signed totaled $1,250, 
•00.000 That's a big sum— but the 
bulk of it was for Naval purposes, 
under a program which has been 
underway for a considerable time. 
Only about $200,000,000 repre- 
sents orders for the Army. So, un- 
less the unexpected happens, it 
•will be a long time before our de- 
fense amounts to much except on 
paper. 

All this does not mean that we 
are unable to prepare against war 
<— no nation on earth possesses our 
potential production. It simply 
illustrates the tremendous ob- 
stacles that arise when it is neces- 
sary to change from a peace eco- 
nomy to a war economy. The tax 
factor has been a major difficulty 
—present laws make it difficult 
and in some cases impossible for a 
company to expand sufficiently to 
meet arms program needs. The 
legal factor is another, as William 
Knudsen of the Defense Commis- 
sion, has pointed out. Red tape 
slows matters down, and officials 
are in fear of doing things that 
might later be construed a viola- 
tion of the precise letter of the 
Jaw. No one can be blamed for this 
— that's the way government nor- 
^rpnally works. The problem is to 
readjust the functioning of our 
government to emergency pre- 
paredness needs in such a manner 
that when the crisis is over we will 
not find ourselves saddled with 
dictatorship, and the liberty wo 
sought to preserve, destroyed.

All indications were this week 
that the 248th Coast Artillery, the 
Virginia National Guard's harbor 
defense regiment, would be called 
back to Cape Henry early next, 
month to resume training inter- 
rupted July 26 when their regular 
annual three weeks encampment 
ended. 

A large space is being cleared on 
the military reservation at Fort 
Story for the Virginia Guardsmen 
who will be housed in tents pend- 
ing completion of new barracks. 

A part of the regiment will be 
stationed at Fort Story and the 
remainder at Fort Monroe, act 
cording to-CeHF¥aneia P. Hard- 
away, executive officer and com- 
mandant of harbor defenses in the 
Chesapeake Bay area. Under 
plans now being worked out the 
full strength of the regiment 
would Include 54 officers and 1.-

Water for domestic use has always been a 
problem at Virginia Beach and it looks as if 
it will continue to be one for some time to 
come, in spite of the several seemingly pos- 
sible solutions. 

Up until two decades ago, the Town was 
only a small seashore summer resort, 
sparsely developed along the water front 
from Tenth Street to Twenty-eighth street, 
with the Coast Guard Station and its person- 
nel as a nucleus. It was only comfortably 
accessible to the outside world through the 
medium of a trolley line, operated on a more 
or less sporadic schedule. However, with 
the advent of a concrete highway connecting 
the Town with the City of Norfolk and the 
^ever increasing use of the automobile, it vir- 
tually grew over night to be one of the most 
popular and enterprising summer resorts 
along the Atlantic seaboard. 

Prior to this sudden and startling growth 
of the Town, the inhabitants depended entire- 
ly on rain barrels and wells, supplied by sur- 
face water, to meet their water needs, all of 
which were totally inadequate and with the 
greatly increased popularity of the resort the 
water situation became acute. 
# Being a small town with ever increasing 
demands for civic improvements and with 
only limited resources, the financial problem 
became as equally acute. Ways and means 
had to be sought to procure water and final- 
ly a contract, though somewhat usurious in 
its terms, was executed whereby the City of 
Norfolk installed water mains and has been 
furnishing the Town with water. 

Everybody was happy because it was be- 
lieved that the problem had been solved but 
this developed to be only a temporary hap- 
piness. Only a short time had elapsed be- 
fore the demands became so great that there 
were again water shortages. This necessi- 
tated the construction of storage tanks in an 
eifort to preserve all surpluses accruing 
during non-water using hours. Even these 
did not solve the problem, for within the past 
sixty days the Town has been faced with a 
near depletion of its water supply, saved only 
by the recent installation of a booster-pump 
at the Laskin Road junction. ' 

Now the Town is faced with a new pro- 
blem — one that may become still more seri- 
ous. The City of Norfolk has agreed to fur- 
nish water to Fort Story. This water is to 
be taken from the line leading to Virginia 
Beach by a cut off main at the Laskin Road 
junction and the water to be diverted by 
means of a booster-pump. 

The personnel of the camp will be some- 
what greater than the permanent population 
of the Town. The supply will undoubtedly 
be sufficient to take care of all needs during 
the winter months. But what when summer 
comes? We are just able to get enough 
water for domestic use now and not enough 
for fire protection. 



rather than deplete them in order that the 
demands be met and the protection furnish- 
ed? 

The plan is to spend $102,000 to run a cut 
off main from the Laskin Road junction to 
Fort Story, a distance of nearly eight miles. 
The Town now has mains to within one half 
mile of the center of the fort. 

Why not connect that half mile link and 
spend the other seven and half parts of the 
$102,000 toward improvements leading to the 
increase of a supply adequate enough to meet 
the demands of both the Town and the Fort? 
In addition give the Town a chance to make a 
few dollars on the sale of water to the gov- 
ernment by carrying it through its mains. 
The Fort would be supplied with water — the 
Town make a few dollars for the service and 
the City of Norfolk would make money on 
the Water as sold to the Town. All three 
would be benefactors by such an arrange- 
ment and without the outlay of the money 
for a seemingly useless water main — the sup- 
ply could be increased — the water would not 
be diverted from the Town and would be 
available in the case of fire to protect the 
housing facilities now being demanded by 
the government. '. 

Looking to the future and to a permanent 
improvement, if eight miles of water mains 
are to be laid, which is largely a duplicity of 
service, why not use that money toward the 
construction of an independent plant which 
could subsequently be sold or donated to the 
Town of Virginia Beach? An independent 
plant will ultimately have to come. 

It is realized that it would cost somewhat 
more to establish an independent system but 
it would leave something of a permanent 
value behind the wake of the present emer- 
gency besides a temperory makeshift. 

Eight miles of water mains would carry 
one to several lakes lying to the West of 
Lynnhaven Inlet from which adequate water 
could be obtained for years to come. It could 
supply the needs of the rapidly developing 
properties along the south shores of the 
Chesapeake Bay to Cape Henry and subsequ- 
ently become a permanent supply to Virginia 
Beach. 

Or still a line could go south of Virginia 
Beach and procure water at an even less ex- 
pense though maybe not as great a supply. 

It seems that in making an outlay of as 
much as $102,000 the future benefits should 
be considered, particularly when there is a 
crying need for a permanent system, and 
not throw the money away in a duplication 
of only a temporary and inadequate system 
in the hysteria of the moment. 

It is believed that it is good time for our 
Town fathers to act and act fast. The War

Whereas each and everyone of us is ready 
and willing to cooperate with every step in 
the present great defense move, we must 
consider our local protection of an every day 
necessity and should expect like cooperation 
from the government.

However, the Town has paid to the City of 
Norfolk approximately $315,000 under the 
water contract on an investment by Norfolk 
of $200,000. And what is there to show for 
it? Nothing — the mains belong to Norfolk 
— we have an . inadequate water supply, 
which will become more inadequate by the 
diversion to the Fort and can do nothing 
about it. 



The government is crying for housing faci- 
lities and is now spending millions of dollars 
to meet the demands. Virginia Beach with 
its adjacent territories is prepared to house 
nearly 30,000 people and will undoubtedly be 
called upon to house a good many as the de- 
fense program moves forward. 

In spite of this, the government is willing 
to jeopardize these now established housing 
facilities to greater fire hazards by diverting 
gin already inadequate water supply for what 
now appears to be only temporary needs. 

There have been fires within the past year 
when the wate» supply failed and only 
through the excellent and quick work of the 
fire department were they held in check.

The Irresponsibles 

Poet, dramatist, social critic, 
Archibald MacLeish, in "The Ir- 
responsibles'', has laid bare the 
failure of our intellectuals to per- 
form their function as chief con- 
veyors of our Western culture. He 
poses a question that later genera- 
tions will ask of ours: Why did 
the. scholars and writers of this 
country fail, while there was yet 
time and yet strength in their 
word-weapons, to oppose the 
forces aimed at the destruction of 
everything that they had stood 
for? 

Our scholars and writers, he 
says, have been warned by their 
enemies; they have seen with their 
eyes what happened to their kind 
in Europe. But they insist that it 
is no concern of theirs if masses 
of Europeans want to give up their 
liberty and to surrender their wills 
and bodies to a leader, receviing 
in return the dignity of order and 
obedience. They insist that it is 
no concern of theirs if Europeans 
deny any responsibility to respect 
the individual humanity of others. 
It is no concern of theirs if mur- 
der and outrage are given free 
rein to root out their very cultural 
foundations. Our scholars and 
writers have seen things, and 
they have refused to believe them. 

The scholars and writers have 
failed to believe, Mr. MacLeish 
asserts, because the responsibility 
which should have been theirs 
has become divided and consequ- 
ently ineffectual. In former times, 
the functions of the scholar and 
the writer were combined in the 
man of letters, "a single intellec- 
tual champion, admittedly re- 
sponsible for the defense of the 
inherited tradition, avowedly par- 
tisan of its practice." The domain 
of the man of letters is now split, 
and in its place are the two king- 
doms of the scholar and of the 
writer. The scholar, concerned 
with the past, is like the scientist 
in his denial of responsibilities for 
a moral choice. The writer, con- 
cerned with the present, is like the 
artist; he observes — and reserves 
all Judgment. The intellectuals 
have surrendered their responsibi- 
lity as custodians of the moral 
content of our culture.

Mr. MacLeish excepts some of 
our intellectuals from his charges 
of failure to carry our common 
responsibility. Thomas Mann Is 
one of these exceptions, and we 
believe, on a different plane, Mr. 
MacLeish would except Lawrence 
Lee, Virginia poet. 

We have learned to recognize 
Mr. Lee by his fine appreciation of 
the good earth and all it bears, by 
his restraint, by his soft-spoken, 
lyrical expression. We have seen 
in his earlier works a refinement 
of feeling that was borne in a 
poetic form distinguished for its 
naturalness. Under circumstances 
other than, these of our years now, 
Mr. Lee spoke with a quiet joy of 
the loveliness of the things he 
found in Nature, and Man seemed 
important for his reaction to 
them. 

The poems in "The Tomb of 
Thomas Jefferson" are not the 
products of a world at war, but 
the European conflict furnishes 
the back-drop for most of them. 
The ordeal which we are under- 
going adds perceptibly to the 
depth of Mr. Lee's feeling for 
Man. The characteristics of ex- 
pression that he has displayed be- 
fore remain with him, and they 
serve well as the vehicles for a 
heartening affirmation of human 
values that have gone under in

For something fresh, wholesome 
and reassuring as to the future of 
our country we recommend this 
declaration of principles, made 
jointly by the Boys' Clubs of Am- 
erica, the Federal Council of 
Churches, the National Congress 
of Christians and Jews, the Y. M. 
C. A. and Y. W. C. A., the Order 
of Elks, the Workers' Educational 
Bureau, the National Society of 
Christian Endeavor, the Roosevelt 
Memorial Association, the Cath- 
olic Youth Organization of New 
York, the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, the American Federation of 
Labor, the Camp Fire Girls and 
the Boy Scouts. Whew! Well, here 
it is: 

"To be vigilant and courageous 
in maintaining human sympathy 
and respect for the rights of 
others; 

"To beware of the enemies of 
democracy, whatever their pass- 
words or places^ of birth, and 
wherever they may be found; 

"To stand united with all lovers 
of freedom, whatever their ton- 
heart |g Ue or origin; 

"To keep our nation strong in 
valor and confident in freedom, 
so that government of the people, 
by the people, for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth.' To this 
ideology the American Youth Con- 
gress fails to subscribe. 

In a resolution condemning dic- 
tatorships, the American Youth 
Congress specifically omitted 
Soviet Russia, apparently accept- 
ing the statement of Carl, Ross, 
national secretary of the Young 
Communists' League and a del- 
egate to the Congress, that Russia 
"is a democracy." The annual 
convention of the Congress met 
at Lake Geneva, Wis., and ad- 
journed without making any 
change in policy or personnel 
which would rid it of the com- 
munistic element that Its oppon. 
ents charge is in control. 

Apparently taking no chances 
on exposing members to anti-Com- 
munistic influences, sixty mem- 
bers of a pro-American bloc, 
backed by former heavyweight 
champion Gene Tunney, were re- 
fused seats at the Congress sm. 
the ground that their credentials 
were not properly filed. Conse- 
quently, Mr. Tunney last Friday 
announced the formation of a Na- 
tional Foundation for American 
Youth to serve as a clearing house 
and coordinating center for the 
pro-American youth groups op- 
[ posed to the Communist controlled 
American Youth Congress. Those 
whom the AYC refused admit- 
tance were a pro-American del- 
egation led by a coalition of Young 
Democrats, Young Republicans 
and members of the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce sponsored by Mr. 
Tunney. As a result of the refusal 
of the AYp to rid itself of its Red 
leadership, most of the non-Com- 
not seceded 



The failure of the Young Con- 
gress to "clean up" its organiza- 
tion is not surprising to many ob-^^ 
servers, who were startled and 
shocked at the speech and actions 
of the delegates who descended 
upon the National Capital last 
February demanding handouts. At 
that time they booed President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt when he ad- 
dressed them and heckled the 
"First Lady" when she spoke at 
one of their meetings. 

The charge of Communistic 
control first came to the front 
when the organization voted down 
a resolution condemning Russia's 
unprovoked invasion of Finland. 
Since then the Congress has cortr 
sistently refused to speak against 
Stalin's Soviet dictatorship, stub, 
bornly maintaining that Russia, 
cannot be classed with the dicta- 
torships of Hitler, Mussolini, 
Franco or the Japanese Imperial- 
ists.

PEOPLE

Young people from all parts of 
the nation have written to Mr. 
Tunney urging the establishment 
of a national organization to serve 
the needs of loyal American youth, 
to some states, Young Democrat 
and Young Republican leaders 
have already initiated pro-Ameri- 
can youth committees, awaiting 
only the announcement from Mr. 
Tunney to launch a simultaneous 
national mevement that will con- 
cern itself with the actual prob- 
lems of American young people, 
"and not with foreign isms and 
questions better left to our State 
Department" 



The plea that is being made for 
the civilian populations of Nor- 
way, the Netherlands, Belgium and 
Poland, in the belief that millions 
may face "wholesale starvation, 
death and disease" naturally 
moves every American. 

Former President Herbert Hoover 
considers it possible that France 
will also contain suffering indi- 
viduals. He thinks someone must 
intervene "if these people are to 
be saved." Mr. Hoover would 
secure agreements from Great 
Britain and Germany to permitF 
organization to feed these helple 
men, women and children. 

The former President would re- 
quire guarantees from Germany to 
take none of the domestic produce 
of these peoples, to replace food 
already taken, to permit ship- 
ments of food from Russia and) 
the Balkans, to allow free passage 
of ships carrying food and to 
permit the distribution of sup- 
plies by an organization under 
guarantees that the Reich will not 
profit by the relief work. 

The British would be asked to 
permit the passage of ships carry- 
ing for these people so long as the 
guarantees are carried out. 

The attitude of the British gov- 
ernment is that, as matters stand 
now. the German government, hi 
control of the areas, has the ob- 
ligation of providing for the pop. 
ulation and that to permit neufc:* 
rals to feed them would assist 
German war efforts against Eng. 
land by relieving her of the task 
of feeding ,the 18.000,000 people. 

Nazi quarters, London says, 
have repeatedly stated that Ger- 
man food reserves are ample for 
all needs but British officiate 
point out that distribution of food 
by rail and canal will prevent ex- 
clusive use of transportation faci- 
lities for war purposes. 

Along this line, Prof. Arthur 
Lehman Goodhart, of Oxford, 
England, says that Hitler needs 
food material, especially fats, for 
the manufacture of explosives and 
that his choice between "guns and 
butter is literally true." He 
argues that every pound of food 
which enters territory controlled 
by Germany will be used directly 
or ihdirecUy in making "bombs 
with which to attack England. It 
will be used directly if the food* 
are seized by Germany and indi- 
rectly if the food relieves 
many of the necessity of sha 
existing supplies with the people

It seems to us that Hitler is at- 
tempting to enslave the peoples of 
conquered territories, requiring 
them to supply the labor to pro- 
duce the munitions and supplies 
that the German army will re- 
quire. Certainly, it would be a 
favor to him if neutral nations 
take up the business of feeding 
the workmen that he will use in 
13m plants that produce his war 
necessities. 

If Hitler takes the resources of 
the conquered territories for Ger- 
man use, and there is no reason to 
doubt his taking them, he should 
not be relieved of the obligation 
of feeding the people he controls. 

So far as we are concerned, we 
regret very much that, because of 
the war, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Norway and Poland are cut 
off from the imports that they re- 
quire to feed their people. How- 
ever, before Hitler invaded their 
soil, the British blockade did not 
operate to prevent reasonable im- 
ports of food for their people. 
Since Hitler attacked and oc- 
cupied them the British have 
been forced to consider them 
enemy territory and enforce the 
blockade against them. 

The Northern Virginia Daily In 
commenting on this situation says. 

The plight of the conquered na- 
tions now under the Nazi heel 
must tear the heart of every de- 
eent-souled American. We have 
so much food and so much com- 
fort, and so has our friendly 
neighbor, Canada. Millions of 
bushels of wheat we don't know 
what to do with. Such a situation 
makes every American eager to 
help. But it is well to be a little 
wise before the event, rather than 
very sorry afterwards. It is im- 
portant to view the situation in its 
true perspective. 

These hungry folk are not the 
victims of some natural disaster — 
some earthquake, drouth or "act 
of God." They are victims of the 
German regime. Their hunger 
'has been deliberately brought 
about as a weapon in a war for 
power. It Is being deliberately 
used in an effort to force the Am- 
ericas to neutralize the British 
blockade, which at the present 
moment seems to be the only hope 
of the world.. Yet any food we 



send to these conquered nations 
will benefit Germany. 

What happens if America does 
'not feed the hungry populations 
| of Europe? Some will starve. But 
many will demand with no uncer- 
tain voice that Germany give them 
food. The Germans have food — 
food they stole from the nations 
they conquered. They will get 
' any food we send to these starving 
nations now. That deepens the 
'hatred these peoples already feel 
jfor the Nazis. Germany is sur- 
| rounded by disaffected peoples 
sweating under the Nazi yoke. She 
cannot hold out forever against 
their demands. 

The tighter the British blockade 
can be drawn, the sooner the war 
can end in the only right way, 
the sooner all war suffering can 
be wiped out. There is a bit of 
ancient Hindu scripture which 
fits the case. "Duty alone will 
lead one to the goal. Be diligent, 
therefore, in thine own duty. For 
the duty of another Is full of 
danger." Feeding the conquered 
nations is the plain duty of Ger- 
many. It is not our duty — not 
quite yet at least. An act of 
mercy to a few may prove to be an 
act of cruelty for many.

It depends 
on export and import, from which 



it has been largely cut off by the 
war. Yet so rugged and indepen- 
dent are its people that they have 
simply pulled in their collective 
belt and settled down to wait until 
conditions clear up. 

Switzerland is small and weak. 
There is no question that it could 
be overrun by neighboring con- 
querors. But Switzerland is pre- 
pared and resolute. The cost of 
any such invasion, in the face of 
the natural ruggedness of country 
and people would be out of pro- 
portion to the loot. So in the 
midst of war, Switzerland remains 
at peace. 

Switzerland is a living demons- 
tration of the principle of live and 
let live. 

• There are four distinct cultures, 
German, Italian, French and Ro- 
mansch. People of each are al- 
lowed to live culturally as they 
wish. Yet by co-operating in af- 
fairs common to all, they have 
achieved a country without great 
wealth, yet without dire poverty 
either. 

They have achieved a country 
in which every male citizen is a 
trained soldier, and yet which is 
not militaristic. 

They have achieved a country 
in which freedom can and does 
live side by side with patriotism, 
military effectiveness, industrial 
efficiency, and social progress.

CONVALESCENCE 

"Generally speaking, there are 
three distinct stages to most ill- 
nesses. . First, Is the onset or the 
development of the condition; sec- 
ond, the acute phase when the 
patient not only is sick but 
realizes the fact because of the 
presence of symptoms; and third, 
the. convalescent period during 
which a false idea of complete re- 
covery sometimes asserts itself. 
This last situation Is more likely 
to occur with diseases where the 
acute stage Is of short duration. 
Prolonged illnesses mainly sap 
strength and thus automatically 
enforce an extended recovrey 
period. Nevertheless, whether the 
illness be short or long, nature 
demands that sufficient time be 
given to put the patient safely on 
his feet again. The drastic dis-

states Dr. I. C. Riggin, State 
Health Commissioner. 

"As a case in point, some 
months ago, a restless patient who 
concluded he was completely well 
because all noticeable symptoms 
of illness had vanished, against his 
physician's orders, returned to 
work prematurely. In a weakened 
condition he caught a fresh cold, 
suffered a relapse, and went back 
to bed for weeks, barely missing 
death. Many more days will be 
required to develop the strength 
necessary to sustain him in his 
regular daily activities. 

"It does not pay to disregard 
the convalescent period of any 
disease. And foolish is the person 
who assumes that pre-illness 
strength exists immediately upon 
the absence of acute symptoms. 
The physician, with his modern 
scientific weapons, frequently can 
alleviate the acute stage of dis- 
ease promptly. However, time, 
with the intelligent cooperation of 
the patient, is essential for recov- 
ery. 

"It follows, that in all illness, 
the physician's Judgment, and 
never the patient's should be relied 
upon for the back-to-work signal. 
Rest, nourishment, and personal 
restraint are essential factors In 
this evolutionary step from Illness 
to health. To deny their neces- 
sity, is to deny the weakened body 
Its best opportunity for the de- 
velopment not only of complete 
but speedy strength and health.

Aviation As A Career 



The Flying Cadets of the Army 
Air Corps constitute a body of 
young men who are noted for their 
splendid character and excellent 
discipline. 

The courses of instruction are 
very thorough and fully cover all 
the fundamental knowledge need- 
ed by military pilots. This course 
at present requires nine months, 
including three months element- 
ary and three months basic train- 
ing at civil flying schools under 
Army supervision. Three months 
advanced training is then had at 
an Army Air Corps Training Cent- 
er. The instruction, in addition 
to the flying training, includes 
courses in navigation, meteor- 
ology, radio and other subjects 
allied with military aviation. 

Flying Cadets upon graduation 
from the Air Corps Training Cent- 
er are appointed second lieuten- 
ants in the Air Corps Reserve, re- 
ceive their "wings" and the rating 
of pilot. They are then placed 
on extended active duty in a tac- 
tical squadron equipped with 
modern aircraft with the Regular 
Army Air Corps for a period of 
one year which may be extended 
from year to year. While on active 
duty they receive the same pay 
and allowances as an officer of 
similar grade in the Regular 
Army. 

With the inevitable expansion 
of aviation, many positions will be 
available for graduates of the Air 
Corps Training Center in the vari- 
ous classes of civilian flying and 
> with commercial companies. Gra- 
duate Flying cadets are also eli- 
gible to compete for commissions 
in the Regular Army Air Corps. 

Unmarried citizens of the Unit- 
ed States, not less than 20 nor 
more than 27 years of age, with 
two years college or equivalent 
education, of excellent character 
and sound physique, may make 
application to become flying 
cadets.

Surfmen from Virginia Beach 
and Little Creek Coast Guard sta- 
tions did their bit in rescue work 
in flooded areas of Eastern North 
Carolina helping to move hun- 
dreds of persons from flooded 
farmlands to Tjlaces of safety 
when the Roanoke River ran 
rampant and rose to a record 
flood level of 20' 2 feet at William- 
ston, N. C. last week. 

Surfmen Hallett F. Perry and 
A. J. Mason from the Virginia, 
Beach station and E. V. Midgett 
and L. A. Garrett from Little 
Creek, taking along a 26- foot, 
self-bailing surf boat on a trailer, 
evacuated more than 440 Negro 
men, women and children from 
badly flooded areas eight miles 
below Jackson, N. C. 

The water near Jackson was 
anywhere from 15 to 18 feet deep. 
Surfman Mason said on his re- 
turn, and the greatest trouble 
they had was with the refugees 
fleeing flooded farms who tried 
to overload the' surfboat.

"CANDY STICKS" POOR DIET 

Pew doubt the capacity of America to arm against any aggressor, 
once her marvelous industrial machine moves into its stride. But it 
takes far more than a tough military nation to live and prosper per. 
manently as an independent sovereign power in the world of today. 
The world of today is a world of reality. Natural laws of survival, 
which during the past decade had been submerged in a mist of theory 
and reform, have suddenly reappeared like grime headlands on a rocky 
coast. Prance was wrecked on one of these headlands, and in the 
words of Wendell Willkle. was crushed "like an eggshell," She was 
wrecked because she "had adopted a candy stick theory of govern- 
ment. When a child cries you give him a piece of candy and try to 
quiet him." 

This country has been living on the "»andy stick" theory also. A 
$20,000,000,000 deficit in less than a decade is mute proof of that. 
Aside from the money that has been spent legitimately to relieve un- 
avoidable distress, billions have been inexcusably squandered. The 
best alibi in creation cannot hide the fact that America has been 
decaying internally much the same as Prance did. Under the plea 
of reform, our politicians have passed out the "candy" to thoughtless 
millions who naively believe that they have been getting something 
for nothing. Is there a community that has not bragged of its new 
airport, parks, swimming pools, palatial schools, public buildings, new 
streets, and what not, built with Federal funds? If during the past 
few years there existed a community that did not anxiously reach 
for "candy sticks" it was indeed a rarity. 

War has moved the day of reckoning forward. No one denies 
that more huge government deficits are in the offing. It is predicted 
that the Federal debt will rise at least to $60,000,000,000, and prob- 
ably more before the end. This debt and the trend back of it will 
ultimately result in utter destruction of all that America stands for — 
freedom of opportunity, freedom of speech, freedom of religion — unless 
we are tough enough morally to face the reality which France failed 
to face. Armaments alone won't save us. Democracy collapses when 
it becomes soft internally and when its people forget how to work. 
"Candy sticks" are not a strengthening diet. 



DANGER SIGNAL FOR THE FARMER 

"It may well be that the organized farmers of present day Am- 
erica," said the Dairymen's League News of New York, recently, "will 
prove to be the nation's great bulwark In maintaining freedom and 
democracy for America and the world." 

Certainly agriculture would be among the chief sufferers If any 
form of collectivism ever took root and flourished here. Under total 
government, the farmer is a powerless unit in the cruel machine of 
state, exploited by his masters. He is told what crops he may grow 
and may not grow — the price for which he may sell them is establish- 
ed by dictatorial fiat— and rebellion means imprisonment and perhaps 
death. 

American farmers are individualists, not driven robots. Only if 
democracy is preserved will that remain true. 



THE COUNTRY COMES FIRST 

A strike in one of the country's major aircraft factories was re- 
cently averted by a narrow margin. The factory plays a key role in 
the new arms program. 

One wonders when malcontents will realize that the people will 
no longer stand for industrial disputes which menace national secur- 
ity. If labor and management can't get together and settle their 
troubles without disrupting production, the authority of government 
will of necessity be used to control them. 

Labor and industry have a chance today to show the stuff they 
are made of. When the nation dictates the policy that will take men 
for national defense, it cannot allow labor or industry to dictate terms 
of employment or production. 



INEXPERIENCE BREEDS FAILURE 

Those who still have faith in the old fiction to the effect that 
competition is an important cause of the failure of small retailers, 
should read a study recently published by Pearce C. Kelley of the 
University of Arkansas. 

Mr. Kelley studied 1,710 retail stores in 17 towns, ranging in size 
from 1,000 to 20.000 population. Some of the stores were prosperous, 
and some were not. His purpose was to find out just what previous 
occupations the store owners had pursued. 

Thirty of the retailers had been salesmen, 44 had been farmers, 
17 had been housewives, 63 had been clerks, and so on. Only about 
half of them had any previous training whatsoever in a business hav- 
ing any connection with retailing. And in many cases, the connection 
was extremely remote. 

This ties in with other authoritative studies of retail operation 
and retail mortality. Many a man or woman, out of a job and with 
a few dollars of savings, decides that running a store is a simple and 
lucrative undertaking. A few succeed. The rest simply find the go- 
ing too tough. Lack of adequate finance, lack of experience, lack of 
sales ability, inefficiency, wastefulness— these are the primary causes 
of retail failure. 

The retailer who knows the game ana is willing to work need have 
no fear of competition. In thousands of communities you see chain 
stores and independent stores operating side by side— each with their 
own patronage, each doing a good business, each serving the public 
well and making money. And in the same towns you can see run- 
down stores, on the edge of insolvency, whose owners just haven't got 

what it takes. 

A farmer turned storekeeper will find the odds stacked against 
him— just as would a storekeeper turned farmer. Lack of experience 
in any calling is the surest road to failure.

Good Taste Hard 
To Define But

Defining good taste is difficult.

One general rule 
is that a union between simplicity 
and functionalism will bring the 
best results. 

In planning a house it is usually 
thought best to have the arrange- 
ment between taste and function- 
alism properly related. 
■oof Defined 

Webster defines a roof as simply 
"the cover to a building." The de- 
finition in house designing em- 
braces much more. For example, 
the longer the roof line the more 
restful and pleasing the effect. 
Badly proportioned attic and 
dormer windows, irregularities, 
sharp angles, and a variation of 
roof colors are factors which tend 
to injure the appearance of roofs. 

The primary function of the 
wall is to keep out the weather, 
but most builders believe that the 
simpler the design of the wall the 
better It looks. Walls should not 
be extreme in their simplicity, but, 
on the other hand, should not be 
ornate. 

Windows and doors are purely 
functional, but they should fit the 
general design of the house and at 
the same time be in proportion to 
each other. 

Chimneys Need Symmetry 

Frequently oversized or under- 
sized, conspicuous chimneys ruin 
an otherwise good architectural 
appearance. Chimneys should be 
grouped together as far as possible 
for economy and efficiency as well 
as appearance.

Longer Duck 
Season Provided 
By Commission 



Welcome news to scores of 
sportsmen, guides and lodge-keep- 
ers in the Back Bay area was the 
release last week of new and great- 
ly liberalized migratory wildfowl 
hunting regulations for 1940. 
The season will open on ducks, 
geese, coot and jacksnipe Novem- 
ber 2 and extend 60 days to Dec- 
ember 31, instead of 45 days as 
heretofore, according to the Vir- 
ginia Commission on Game and 
Inland Fisheries. 

Improved conditions in North- 
ern breeding areas is largely re- 
sponsible for the longer open sea- 
son for the wild fowl, it was point- 
ed out. Daily shooting will be from 
sunrise until 4:00 p. m. instead of 
from 7:00 a. m. until 4:00 p. m. 
The daily bag limit on ducks re- 
mains at 10 a day. Special protec- 
tion in the form of a daily limit 
of three is afforded canvasbacks, 
redheads, buffleheads and ruddy 
ducks. Since geese have failed to 
Increase as satisfactorily as ducks 
In. the last five years it has been 
necessary to reduce the daily bag 
limit on the honkers to three. 
Closed seasons throughout the 
United States will be maintained 
on wood ducks, Ross's geese and 
swan and there will be no open 
season on snow geese and brant 
in the Atlantic Coastal States and 
Florida. 

New regulations provide a gen- 
eral open season on rabbits and 
quail east of the Blue Ridge from 
November 20 to January 20. .The 
bag limit on quail will be eight a 
day and 150 a season, and on 
rabbits six a day and 75 a season. 
Regulations on other species re- 
main essentially the same as last 
year.

Approve Floating Storage Of 
Oysters 

The State Health Department 
will certify natural or 'floating' 
storage for shellfish from Septem- 
ber 1st through January 1, 1941, 
but after that time no assurances 
can be given watermen who use 
this method of keeping their 
catch. 

This limitation was set this 
week by Dr. I. G. Riggin, State 
Health Commissioner, following a 
conference in Washington last 
week between fishermen and offi- 
cials of the United States Health 
Service to determine whthr 'float- 
ing' storage met U. S. sanitary 
requirements. 

The State Health Health De- 
partment will approve such stor- 
age pending the outcome of a 
Federal survey. However, no as- 
surance tan be given watermen 
who use the method after January 
1, 1941, Dr. Riggin wrote Q. Wal- 
ter Miapp, Commissioner of Fish- 
ries of Virginia.

Maryland Seeks Better Oyster 
Market 

The Maryland legislative coun 
cil has received from its State 
Conservation Department a pro- 
posal for improving the markets 
for Maryland oysters. 

Offered by Chairman Edwin; 1 ** 111 
Warfield. the program embodies 
a request for added authority, em- 
powering the Conservation De- 
partment to establish areas for 
cultivation of large oysters, con- 
trol of dredge boat licensing, and 
the planting of better seed stock. 

Principal aim of the plan is to 
recapture markets lost to Mary- 
land in recent years because of 
the scarcity of large or select oy- 
sters. "In the past ten years", 
Warfield told the council, "some 
2,500,000 bushels of large oysters 
have been imported from other 
States." 

He proposed that the Commis- 
sion be given wider latitude in 
setting aside oyster areas ih 
Chesapeake Bay and holding them 
out of use for sufficient time to 
grow large oysters. "Once the big- 
ger sizes become available", he 
said, "they could supply not only 
the home market but the northern 
markets now supplied by Connec- 
ticut. New York, and New Jersey."

Scattered throughout the Unit- 
ed States are thousands of for- 
lorn-looking old homes which re- 
present an architectural style that 
long ago passed into disfavor. The 
passage of two decades or more 
has stripped these homes of what 
beauty they originally possessed, 
and they stand now structurally 
sound but a blighting element in 
the community. 

Each new house that goes up in 
the neighborhood serves only to 
accentuate the antiquity of these 
outdated structures. 

Market Value Raised 

Most elements of the building 
industry are convinced that mod- 
ernization is the answer to the 
problem of what to do with the 
old house. More practical than 
ever now that the work may be 
financed under the Modernization 
Credit Plan of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, remodeling 
may accomplish much for owners 
or prospective owners of older 
homes. Not only is the threat of 
neighborhood blight removed but 
the actual market value of the 
home is substantially increased 
and the quality of "livability" is 
restored. 

No magic has been employed to 
effect the contrast in these two 
illustrations. The home is typi- 
cal of the many that need re- 
modeling to convert them into re- 
spectable and financially profit- 
able structures. 

Given New Character 

The simple, sweeping lines of 
the home as remodeled in the 
sketch give the structure an en- 
tirely new character. Gone are 
the hodge-podge of detail, the un- 
attractive protruding porches, the 
broken, irregular roof line. Win- 
dows, darkened by the overhang- 
ing porch roof, now are permitted 
to serve their purpose by supply- 



plicity and the beauty which 
comes of simple lines. 

The choice of the various ele- 
ments which make this a home of 
English design may be questioned 
from a pure architectural stand- 
point, but the extent of the trans- 
formation makes it a most desir- 
able improvement.

Various sources indicate that 
the favorite outside colors today 
are white, ivory, cream, silver 
gray, and other light warm tints. 

There is, however, another point 
to consider before deciding on a 
color scheme. One's dream home 
may have been a shining white 
cottage.

Q. How should dining space in 
a living room be planned?

Space provision, preferable in a 
corner near a window, may be 
made for a dining table and 
chairs or a table, chairs, and wall 
seat. By care in selection of fur- 
nishings, the dining furniture can 
harmonize with the living-room 
furniture and can be readily con- 
verted to living-room use when 
not used for dining. When cost 
permits additional space an alcove 
for dining may be planned. The 
alcove can be in conjunction with 
the living room but should be ad- 
jacent to the kitchen. It need not 
be larger than necessary to ac- 
commodate essential furniture.

Q. How can redwood be finished 
so as to retain its natural color? 

A. The wood surfaces should be 
thoroughly sandpapered and all 
nail holes filled with a putty 
which matches the color of the 
wood. Mix two parts of beeswax 
in one part of hot turpentine until 
the wax is entirely dissolved. Apply 
with a cloth, rubbing with the 
grain. The preparation should be 
kept at a uniform heat during ap- 
plication. In 48 hours apply a 
coat of white prepared wax and 
polish with a soft cloth. 



Navy Yard Breaking World's 
Record 

The world's largest and most 
powerful diesel electric dredge is 
at work in Portsmouth Navy Yard 
digging the world's biggest dry- 
dock. The new $9,500,000 dock 
being rushed to completion as part 
of the gigantic National Defense 
Program, calls for dredging the 
river bed 65 feet below the surface 
of the water which means that 
this is the first time a dipper 
dredge has been used to this 
depth. When completed the new 
drydock will be capable of holding 
three huge battleships within its 
walls at one time. 

It is estimated that a million 
cubic yards of earth will be re- 
moved from the site by the bucket 
of the dredge which removes 16 
cubic yards of material with every 
scoop, and under best conditions 
will remove some 16,000 cubic 
yards of material within 24 hours. 

Dredging work has been under 
way for the past three weeks and 
35 men are working three 8-hour 
shifts with instructions to rush 
the job to completion so as not to 
delay other defense projects at 
the Navy Yard. 



Norfolk & Western Tracks Busy 

Due to flood conditions in sev- 
eral south central Virginia coun- 
ties the Norfolk & Western Rail- 
road last week was handling 
traffic for four major lines in ad- 
dition to its own. Both passenger 
and freight trains of the Vir- 
ginian, Seaboard, Atlantic Coast 
Line and Southern Railway were 
passing over the Norfolk & West- 
ern's tracks from Petersburg to 
Suffolk. Dispatchers along the 
55-mile stretch of track were on 
the jump handling the extra traf- 
fic and residents along the route 
heard many train whistles not 
familiar to their ears. Sometime 
the trains ran within 10 minutes 
of each other. There was no in- 
terruption'ln service over the Nor- 
folk & Western at any time dur- 
ing the peak of the flood level al- 
though some trams were running 
a little behind on schedule.

Gov- 
ernor James H. Price and Dr. 
Douglas Southall Freeman, editor 
of the Richmond News Leader, 
will make the only scheduled ad- 
dresses. The general public hat 
been invited to attend as well as 
those to whom invitations were 
sent recently by the Virginia Con- 
servation Commission.

The Department 
of Public Works has estimated 
that It would cost $103,000 to run 
the line from the intersection of 
the Virginia Beach boulevard and 
the Laskin road (the Virginia 
Beach supply line) to Port Story, 
a distance of slightly more than 
eight miles. 

When Army officers asked Mr. 
Taylor yesterday how long would 
be required to lay the line, he re- 
plied that two months should 
finish the Job. The installation 
would be handled by private con- 
tractor, but Mr. Taylor said the 
Army might have to supply some 
of the common labor, as there is a 
scarcity of it in this section. 
The line, which would follow the 
Laskin road to the ocean and 
along Atlantic avenue to Port 
Story, would be of cement-lined 
cast iron in 12, 10 and eight-inch 
diameters. Port Story at present 
derives its water supply from 
wells. 

It is also understood that the 
present link of approximately half 
mile will be connected with the 
water line of the Town of Virginia 
Beach in order that the present 
supply from the ground wells may 
x supplemented until the direct 
ine can be completed.

Perhaps that is 
j what happened to one of the 
I Game Commission's law enforce- 
ment officers, but the wild turkeys 
of Scott and Wise Counties are 
certainly enjoying added protec- 
tion from poachers as a result of 
his sleuthing. 

Some time ago a number of cap- 
tivity-reared wild turkeys were re- 
leased by the Commission of 
Game and Inland Fisheries on the 
High Knob Sanctuary, and, be- 
fore the newly released birds be- 
came established in their new 
home, two were caught by three 
young men who were sure that 
their actions of the evening were 
unknown and that they had an 
air-tight alibi. However, through 
the watchfulness of the local 
deputy game manager, employed 
by the U. 8. Forest Service to pa> 
trol the sanctuary, and through 
some very clever detective work 
by game warden O'Neill of Wise 
County, the surprised culprits 
were arrested, whereupon they 
confessed their guilt and were 
duly convicted and fined. 

An incident which occurred a 
little later shows what effect such 
an arrest can have oil other re- 
sidents of the locality. A few of 
the released turkeys strayed off 
the sanctuary and were seen rang- 
ing occasionally with a flock of
